ry\neE lantern made a friendly pool of

“NOT WHY, BUT WHAT” 

Searching out the reason for our trials 
is not usually so profitable as asking what 
we may learn from them. God does not 
always explain His actions to us; but, 
“Who teacheth like him?” (Job 36:22). 

Miss Ruth Paxson tells of a Christian 
woman whom she met in Finland who 
was undaunted by great trial. In a letter 
to the editor, Miss Paxson briefly outlines 
the story of this brave woman: 

“Her name is Karen Strohle. She was 
a missionary in India and was ill with 
lung trouble. The doctors sent her back 
to Finland to die. She bought a little 
farm and began to farm it herself. One 
day in running one of her farming ma- 
chines, her right hand was cut off. A 
friend told me that when she was taken 
to the hospital she went in singing and 
praising the Lord, and the doctors and 
nurses said they had never known of 
anyone entering the hospital like that 
before. 

“She has a rest home now on this farm, 
and people go there for spiritual and 
physical rest. There is the daily teaching 
of the Word of God, and she felt the need 
of spiritual refreshment for herself, so 
she came to Helsinki for the days we 
were there for the meetings. 

“She boarded the train about halfway 
to Helsinki and came into the compart- 
ment where we were. She was carrying 
an immense suitcase filled with clothing 
she had gathered for the needy people of 
Germany, and also her own baggage. Her 
right hand was a steel crook. She could 
not help but see that we noticed it, 
and very soon, as we entered into conver- 
sation, she told her story. With a very 
radiant face she said, ‘When that hand 
was cut off, I immediately said, “Lord, 
not why, but what? Now that You have 
allowed this to happen, what work now 
do You have for me to do?”’ And the 
Lord is using her in a very precious and 
beautiful way as she ministers to the 
physical and spiritual need of those who 
come to her little farm for rest and re- 
freshment.” : 

Miss Strohle’s question, “Lord, not why, 
but what?” might well serve as a prayer 
for many of us, as we face trials that are 
not so great as hers have been. She could 
say from the heart, “Now thanks be unto 
God, which always causes us to triumph 
in Christ”; and as she is being made a

In one respect. at least, soul-winning 
is like praying: no amount of knowing 
how will take the place of doing.

What About 
Bible Language? 


An appeal for a “new language” in the 
proclamation of the gospel—a language 
without such phrases as “the precious 
name of Jesus,” “coming under the blood” 
and “saved by grace”—has quite under- 
standably aroused widespread criticism. 
Men of such divergent convictions as 
Billy Graham and G. Bromley Oxnam 
have come to the defense of such “Bible 
language.’”’ Dale Crowley sees in the sug- 
gestion a bold expression of infidelity. 

Certainly among Bible-believing Chris- 
tians there can be no compromise with 
the forces which continually seek to set 
aside the proclamation of the name of 
Jesus, the cleansing of the blood, and 
salvation by grace. But on the other hand, 
there is room for improvement in our 
manner of expressing these truths to the 
unsaved. 
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For the sake of clarity in thinking, 
it is worth noting in the first place that 
of the three phrases mentioned above, 
only one is a Bible phrase. The remaining 
two are excerpts from hymns. 


We love our hymns, and experience has 
taught us the preciousness of our Lord’s 
name. We whose sins have been removed 
know, too, the peace of being covered 
by His blood. The association of our ex- 
perience with the message of the hymns 
we sing has made those phrases very 
dear to us. 


We are concerned here, however, with 
making the gospel clear to men who have 
not had our experience. The argument is 
that it is futile to speak of the glowing 
colors of the sunset to a man born blind— 
and this is right. It is wrong, however, 
to speak of the use of phrases in our 
hymns as “overuse of biblical phrases.” 


The Bible is clear. Its message is stated 
plainly. And, as Billy Graham says, 
“What people want to know is what the 
Bible has to say in terms of modern 
problems.” 


The difficulty is not with the language 
of the Bible, but with the use of its 
language by us. So often we cannot apply 
the plain statements of Scripture to the 
circumstances we meet without getting 
a pious stare in our eyes and quoting 
from memory some statement outside our 
personal experience but which we think 
should bear on the case at hand. Or we 
use the terms of the Bible so wrapped up 
in sanctimonious tones that the words 
lose their significance. 


Sin is still sin, a saviour is still a sav- 
iour, to be redeemed still means what 
it always has. “For the wages of sin is 
death” is still quite clear. But where one 
is talking to someone who is unaccus- 
tomed to the King James Version of the 
Scriptures, it does make a difference 
whether he says “doth” or “does,” “hath” 
or “has,” “standeth” or “stands.” 


Because of their associations, words be- 
come dear to us, but the important thing 
to remember is this: that the truth of 
the Word of God needs to be applied 
to the lives and circumstances of men 
today in words which they can under- 
stand. God help us so to know the truth 
in our experience that it finds a natural 
and easy expression through our lips. 


The Call 
For Chaplains 


At this writing the call has come for 
600 Protestant chaplains. These men are 
needed as soon as possible along with 
those who will be activated from among 
army, navy and air force reserves. 

Candidates must be actively engaged 
in the ministry and have had full college 
and seminary training. Applicants* rust 
also be under thirty-three years of age 
and able to pass a physical examination. 

The response to this call should be of 
deep interest not only.to those who might 
serve the Lord in one of these posts, but 
to every Christian who is concerned for 
souls. Men in our armed services are even 
now being swept into a Christless eternity. 
Others, away from homes and loved ones, 
are facing malignant temptation which 
few men without the Saviour are able to 
withstand. It is a time, as W. O. H. Gar- 
man, American Council president, has 
well expressed it, to “march in with the 
best men we have.” 

It should not be forgotten that many 
who do not know Christ as Saviour, who 
are not faithful to the Word of God and 
who have no gospel to preach will never- 
theless be certified by liberal groups. Each 
place taken by such a man will be a 
blow to the cause of Christ, will spell 
tragedy for servicemen who otherwise 
might come to know salvation. : 

Here, indeed, is cause for prayer. This 
is a phase of battle in which the adver- 
sary is intensely interested. And it will 
be won—or lost—in the place of prayer.

“Let it be a prayer meeting. Open with 
a stirring hopeful hymn or two; read a 
few verses from Scripture bearing on the 
efficacy of prayer, God’s power to give 
His people victory, or the person and 
work of the Holy Spirit; and then ask all 
to fall on their knees and pray. 

“Let each pray if it be but a sentence, 
but let that sentence bear directly on the 
purpose in mind. Ask for a reviving, ask 
that the Holy Spirit come upon the pas- 
tor, church, officers, Sunday school teach- 
ers, choir, janitor and the different com- 
mittees or societies of the church. 

“Close the meeting when it is over, if 
only twenty or thirty minutes have been 
occupied. Do not feel discouraged if but 
two or three have met with you at first, 
nor if these are not the most influential 
of your members. They may be influen- 
tial with God, and that is the chief thing. 

“Report on the meeting to your con- 
gregation the following Sunday, and 
cheerfully announce another series for 
the second week, and the third. Some- 
thing will have taken place in the mean- 
time, and you will have received guid- 
ance as to the next step.

the uneducated and simple-minded who 
find themselves estranged from society 
and cut off from their loved ones in such 
institutions.

Wav SHOULD ANY MAN or

YURELY the injunction in Matthew 
i) 6:33, “Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God and his righteousness,” was 
not given to preachers only. Yet to- 
day we expect the preachers to look 
after spiritual things and consider 
that laymen have done enough if 
they care for material things, such as 
giving to the collection and looking 
after church business. 

In the early days of the Church, 
when men were converted, they im- 
mediately began to talk about it— 
Scripture says they blazed it abroad. 
And certainly a layman owes as much to God as does a preach- 
er. 1 believe that unless we laymen get back of the preachers 
with our time, our talents, our money, and especially our per- 
sonal testimony, our churches will die. 

The man on the street expects the preacher to talk about 
spiritual things, and takes what he says with a grain of salt, 
because he reasons within himself, “That’s his job.” But when 
the man who works beside him with the grace of God in his 
heart begins to tell what the Lord has done for him, he stops 
to look and listen; because if Christianity meets the problems 
of his fellow workmen, then perhaps it will work for him. 

During the war, I wanted to visit a steel mill to look at the 
machinery in connection with some of our forging operations. 
As a visitor’s pass was not easy to get, I went to one of our 
executives and asked him to arrange for me to get into the 
mill without a lot of red tape and lost time. 

Well, he certainly did the job, because when I landed at the 
airport, a private car and chauffeur were waiting to take me 
directly to the mill. But that wasn’t all. A designing engineer 
who was familiar with this particular machinery and knew 
what made it tick had been asked to go out with the chauffeur 
and give me any information he could that would be helpful. 

It was like finding a gold mine. We sat together in the back 
seat and discussed the machinery, and he really had the an- 
swers to my questions. Figuratively speaking, we were having 
a feast on machinery. Everything was fine except one thing. 
Every few words he took the name of the Lord in vain. 

I realized it was just his way of talking, but I was a little 
concerned. “Should I speak to him about it?” I wondered. 
Naturally I wanted to retain his good will. The information I 
was getting was very valuable. I looked to the Lord in silent 
prayer. “Lord,” I prayed, “whatever You want me to do, I'll 
try my best,” and then dismissed the thought for a moment, 
going on with the conversation. I believe in taking my burdens 
to the Lord and leaving them there. 

A little later the conversation drifted to my plane. “Say,” 
he said, “I notice you have a fine two-motor ship. I thought 
the government had taken them all away from private owners. 
How come they let you keep it?” 

“Well,” I answered, “they asked me to show cause why I 
should keep it, and I simply told them I was making the 
rounds of three factories, all on war work, and added that I 
also did considerable flying around the country to preach old- 
time religion—loyalty to Christ—and, at the same time, loyalty 
to our country.” 
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As I said it, I couldn’t help but notice that I had shocked 
him a little, and I thought, “This is the Lord’s way of opening 
the door. Now is the time to walk in.” SolI said this to him: 
“I notice you take the name of the Lord in vain. I know you 
don’t mean anything by it, but I might tell you that He’s my 
Saviour and I love Him.” 

I tried to be human in my approach and not have a “holier- 
than-thou” attitude. I just reached out and tapped him on 
the shoulder and said, “Of course you know I understand it’s 
habit.” 

I wish you could have seen the change in that man. We 
went on down to the mill, saw the machinery and came back, 
but not once more did I hear him take the Lord’s name in 
vain. On the way back from the mill he said to the chauffeur, 
“You might just as well stop at the office, as I’m going back 
to the airport with LeTourneau and I can just as well pick 
up my car and take him. There’s no need of both of us going.” 

This was done, and as soon as he and I were alone he began 
to tell me the sad story of how he had once been a church 
man, how church men had cheated him and he left and never 
went back. I could see his heart was hungry, and I had the 
most glorious chance I have ever had in my life to tell the 
story of Jesus and His love. 

My own business of thet day will soon be forgotten, but I’m 
confident the business done for God will not. For, though I 
haven’t seen my engineer friend since then, I hope to meet 
him in glory. 





‘Not You But the Word

_ God alone belongs all glory and 
credit for the salvation of sinners. 
“Salvation belongeth unto the Lord” 
(Ps. 3:8). “I have planted, Apollos 
watered; but God gave the increase” 
(I Cor. 3:6). 

God uses His Word to bring life 
to those dead in trespasses and sins. 
Man is but the instrument used by 
the Holy Spirit to bring His Word 
to the one who is to be an heir of 
salvation. Peter was sent by the 
Holy Spirit to Cornelius to tell him 
“words” whereby he and all his 
house should be saved (Acts 11:14). 

Of course, the human instruments used—you and I—must 
be clean; we must have a desire to be used, and we must be 
humble enough to be willing to be merely the instruments of 
righteousness—not the agent. 

The Holy Spirit will bring together the lost soul and the one 
He desires to use to bring that soul to the Lord. By His ar- 
rangement, as with Peter and Cornelius, the soul-winner and 
the soul to be won meet at the appointed place and time. The 
Holy Spirit prepares the ground into which the Word—or seed

Not long ago, after earnest prayer that we be permitted to 
give the Word of Life to certain persons we were sure did not 
know our Lord, we were brought together under the most 
unfavorable circumstances. At first the conversation was gen- 
eral, but an opening for the Word came naturally. 

Out of the five adults before us, it soon became very evident

that the Holy Spirit had been speaking to one woman—a wife 
and mother. The next morning her husband told us she had 
slept very little, and she herself requested that we answer sev- 
eral questions. Altogether, at her request, we spent nearly 
four hours with her. 

Although a life-long church member, her great desire was 
for peace of mind and heart now in this world. She said she 
longed for this even more than for the assurance of heaven. 
With the help of many passages of Scripture, particularly 
Romans 10:9, 10, she came to realize for the first time that an 
audible confession of Christ as Lord and Saviour is necessary 
for salvation, along with belief in Him as God’s risen Son. 

Throughout the Scripture record Judas Iscariot never ad- 
dresses Jesus as Lord. Without doubt Satan brings great pres- 
sure to bear on a sinner to prevent him from making this con- 
fession. To many, believing seems very easy; it is the: confes- 
sion with the mouth that is the stumbling block. It was so 
in this case. Before the confession there was an evident hard- 
ness of heart and expression, but after it there came tears of 
joy and peace. 

Let me cite another instance in which we saw the power of 
the Word of God manifested. For some time Mrs. Eavey and 
I had been praying for a certain individual. One night we 
knelt and definitely claimed this person for the Lord on the 
assurance of the promise in I John 5:14,15.

THEN we are ready to do business 
W for God, He will make the ap- 
pointments. 

Although it occurred during World 
War II, I plainly recall the thrill of 
one particular meeting. Ship’s radio 
man B—— was at the end of his first 
leave, about to sail once more. At 
the Christian Business Men’s Service 
Center he spoke of how his ship had 
been stuck on a reef for many days. 
Jap subs were in the area on two 
occasions. 

He told me how he made the no- 
tices for the bulletin board “plenty big” so the gunners would 
take note. Meanwhile the ship’s chaplain did a land-office 
business. B——, however, had resisted such capitulation; he 
did not want to weaken or call on “the Man upstairs” in a 
pinch. 

I congratulated him on being a real, red-blooded American, 
but challenged him to do business with God that night on 
Market Street in San Francisco. There things were quiet; 
there was no pressure or undue emotion. I pointed out that 
red-blooded men were doing business with God at the center 
daily, and suggested that, as he sailed again to help finish the 
job, he could do it better if God were his Father and Christ 


his Saviour. After twenty minutes with the Word, he was. 


gloriously and soundly converted, and went to join his ship- 
mates a new creation in Christ. What a wonderful appoint- 
ment God made for this young man—and for me! 

Another meeting during World War II stands out in my 
mind, this one with the father of a serviceman then in the 
Solomon Islands. The father had invited me to lunch with 
him in his office. There I found he had a problem. 

“You must first earn this meal by answering a question for 
my wife and me,” he began. “Our son, raised in the lap of 
luxury, away from home for the first time, is far removed from 
the scene of active combat. He is almost a 4-F, but here is 
what he is doing. Almost every letter since the first month or 
two is filled with word of church, chapel, hymns, the Bible 
and so on. 

“To make it more marked, he recently went to Australia on 
furlough. Instead of writing of the scenic wonders of that 
country, he writes prominently of attending divine services. 
Were he under gunfire, stress or strain, it would be under- 
standable,” he continued. “We thought that you, being an 
enthusiast for this sort of thing, might be able to help us.” 

The answer to his question was not difficult, for I knew and 
was concerned for the family. “You and your wife,” I replied, 
“are typical American parents. You have surfeited your chil- 
dren with things, while you have neglected spiritual training. 

“Your system,” I went on, “satisfied the need fairly well 
during youthful days when the children kept up a fast pace 
at home. But when the scene became more realistic—with 
family, friends, and hearth removed, and with dirt, filth, muck 
and mire, insects and strange faces abounding, it was time for 
some ‘infit’ because the ‘outfit’ was not so good. Then God, 
Christ, the Bible, prayer, hymns and the things of the spirit 
made the greater appeal and the heart of your boy responded.

NE of the most amazing and thrill- 
ing stories of the power of God to- 
day is being written in the hearts 
and lives of the people of Ocean 

Springs, Miss., a quaint and interesting 
town overlooking the Gulf of Mexico. 

Life-long citizens of this small city of 
3,300 persons are impressed because 
changes in the lives of so many of their 
friends and neighbors—especially men-— 
are spiritual monuments which cannot 
be overlooked. Men whose lives were 
once given over completely to sinful lusts, 
gambling, profanity and drink with its 
attendant evils are now completely trans- 
formed. The vices to which they were 
once in bondage are gone from their 
lives. 

Question one of these men whose life 
has been thus transformed and he will 
probably look at you and say, “Yes, God 
did it in the prayer room.” And then 
he’ll tell you that miracles still take place. 

The prayer room is a dimly lighted, 
plainly furnished room in the town’s 
First Baptist Church. There the pastor, 
W. R. Storie, and increasing numbers of 
men have poured out their hearts to God 
in earnest intercession. And in response, 
God has sent mighty answers, blessing 
not only the church but the entire town. 
Christians have been stirred and chal- 
lenged throughout the state and in many 
parts of the nation, because of this room 
set aside for prayer. 

Three-fourths of the men who have 
knelt in this prayer room have discovered 
that they had never experienced a genu- 
ine conversion even though many of 
them had been on the church roll for 
years. Others, who were nominal Chris- 
tians, have voluntarily given up such 
habits as drinking, cursing and smoking. 
As the men have experienced true con- 
version, they have immediately gone out 
after their lost friends and, when possi- 
ble, persuaded them to visit this special 
place of prayer. Records show that 95 
per cent of all the unsaved invited even- 
tually have been won, many upon their 
first visit. 

Not only has this quickening taken 
place among the men, but the entire 
church has felt the hand of God. Three 
times in one year revival fires were ex- 
perienced, at each of which great num- 
bers went forward in rededication. After 
one all-night prayer meeting, 107 men, 
women and children went forward to re- 
dedicate their lives to Christ. Again last 
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act Power!

February, in what Pastor Storie feels 
was an even greater revival, a large num- 
ber rededicated their lives and some 
eighty persons made profession of faith 
in Christ as Saviour. 

Today, a little more than two years 
after the prayer room was regularly es- 
tablished, the church is thriving. Al- 
though many of those converted have 
been scattered throughout the world as 
witnesses, those at home are actively 
engaged in Christian work. Men who 
sold liquor, who drank, who gambled and 
cursed and were filled with evil passions 
now study their Bibles, teach in Sunday 
school, lead other organizations, and go 
out daily in the strength of the Lord to 
witness for Him. 

Their work is bearing abundant fruit. 
The Sunday school has grown until there 
is not enough room for the classes; the 
recently remodeled church auditorium is 
already outgrown and has had to be en- 
larged again. Now the men of the church 
in their Saturday night meetings are 
praying for a two-story Sunday school 
annex, along with their petitions for a 
coast-wide revival. The Training Union 
and Brotherhood are dynamic influences 
for Christian growth, and the midweek 
prayer services have grown in attendance 
from ten or twelve to nearly one hundred. 


I SHALL NEVER FORGET the feel- 
ing of awe with which I followed Pastor 
Storie into the room about which I had 
heard so much. It was sparsely furnished. 
At the far side, on a little stand beneath 
a shaded light, was an open register and 
pencil. 

With a sweeping gesture, tlie pastor 
indicated the rug-covered floor. “Every 
square inch of this place has many times 
been wet with men’s tears,” he said. “You 
should hear our young school boys down 
there on their faces, praying through 
sobs for their friends and for their teach- 
ers. I doubt whether there is another 
place in the world where you will find 
that.” 

Possibly the greatest test of the mir- 
acles God has wrought in lives through 
the prayer room has come at Christmas- 
time, both in 1948 and in 1949. The first 
year old timers in the town sat back and 
watched, some with bated breath for fear, 
and others in the hope that this would 
be an hour of failure.

ing period with hearts made humble 
through long hours of prayer. As the 
time drew near, mothers with sons seem- 
ingly strong in their new-found faith, 
wives with husbands completely changed, 
and sisters and sweethearts, were greatly 
burdened. 

Christmas Eve found the men who had 
been converted in the prayer room there 
again on their knees or on their faces. 
In this place of prayer they knew that 
grace would be given to defeat the old 
temptations and lifelong habits, for in 
Ocean Springs, as in many another com- 
munity, the time-honored custom at 
Christmas was to eat, drink and be 
drunken. 

Christmas Eve passed, then Christmas 
Day and Christmas week. Authorities 
declared it the driest, quietest and most 
sober Christmas in the history of Ocean 
Springs. So complete had been the trans- 
formation that those selling liquor re- 
ported their sales noticeably cut. And 
this was but the first Christmas after the 
room had been set apart for prayer. 


‘i PRAYER ROOM had its be- 
ginning on the night of April 17, 1948. 
Months before this, however, Pastor 
Storie, burdened by heartbreaking prob- 
lems in the church to which he had just 
come, came alone day after day to pray. 
There in the dimly lighted, unprepossess- 
ing room, furnished only with a table for 
a desk and a single chair, he struggled in 
prayer over the multitudinous problems 
which confronted him. 

April 17 was the evening before Easter, 
and on that night Mr. Storie invited any 
of the men of the church who would, to 
join him in prayer for the services to be 
held the following day. Six men re- 
sponded. They prayed possibly forty- 
five minutes, during which time the power 
of the Holy Spirit was deeply felt. The 
next morning a packed auditorium greet- 
ed the pastor, marking the beginning of 
a spiritual quickening which has contin- 
ued ever since. 

From that time on, the prayer room 
has been the “power house” of the church, 
with an average of more than eighteen 
men meeting for prayer each Saturday 
evening. Miracles of grace have been 
wrought repeatedly through simple faith. 

The room is unique in that it is re- 
served for men and boys only. Those who

RASMUS wrote: “Wherever Luther- 
anism reigns, there literature per- 
ishes.” But this was purely profes- 
sional jealousy. The truth was that 

Erasmus was feeling the result of Lu- 
ther’s tracts and booklets in the place it 
hurt him most—the pocketbook. 

Before Luther began using the printing 
press, Erasmus had been styled “the 
prince of letters,” “the star of Germany,” 
“the high priest of polite literature”; but 
after Luther began his writing, even the 
witty, the polished, the classical Erasmus 
could scarcely find purchasers for his 
Hyperaspides and other works. His glory 
suddenly faded, and the book publishers 
for the first time complained of having 
to keep his works on hand unsold. 

Luther, however,- published books and 
tracts at an almost unbelievable rate— 
more than one book or tract came from 
his pen for every week of his working 
life. And these tracts had a mighty im- 
pact. As one historian points out, “It 
was not unusual for Luther to draw 
lightning by one tract from all points of 
the compass—Rome, Paris, Louvain, Lon- 
don!” 


I T HAS EVER pleased God to use 
the humble gospel tract in the accom- 
plishment of His great purpose of draw- 
ing men to Himself. Hudson Taylor, 
founder of the China Inland Mission, 
was brought to Christ when, as a boy, he 
read a tract. John Scudder, pioneer mis- 
sionary to India, was led to that country 
after reading a tract telling of the needs 
of the people of India. George Mueller, 
founder of the famed Bristol orphanages, 
found time to circulate millions of gospel 
tracts. Canon J. C. Ryle wrote a gospel 
tract that was translated into Spanish, 
causing 63,000 persons to renounce Ro- 
manism. John Wesley organized 160 
tract distributors in 1757, whose printed 
messages literally reformed the Lord’s 
Day habits of the entire city of London. 
Even in our own day, just within recent 
months, word has come that a single 
tract—“What Must I Do to Be Saved,” 
by John R. Rice—has been the instru-

ment of salvation to nearly 7,000 souls. 

Almost every mission field in the world 
was opened by missionaries who first used 
tracts to win the heathen to Christ Jesus. 
Every phase of the great Protestant Ref- 
ormation in Europe was preceded by an 
immense tract effort that “turned the 
world upside down.” Almost every large 
religious publishing house in America to- 
day, denominational or independent, was 
founded on the groundwork of a former 
tract depot or conscientious leaflet evan- 
gelist. A single gospel tract has been 
traced as the source of all the Bible so- 
cieties in Russia, Sweden, and the neigh- 
boring countries. Another tract, en- 
closed in a letter in 1897, has been multi- 
plied 585 million times, using almost 1,000 
tons of paper. 

It is almost impossible today to locate 
a family that is not being reached more 
or less regularly with printed matter set- 
ting forth the doctrine of the rationalists, 
ritualists, spiritualists, socialists, Millen- 
nial Dawnists, and a dozen other “ists” 
and “isms.” These unsound teachings, 
with their bold doctrines of skepticism, 
free love, infidelity, and materialism, are 
slowly eating their way into the very 
bloodstream of our American people. 
Cunning propagators of these untruths 
are utilizing the services of tract distrib- 
utors to place their literature in the 
hands of the common people. 

What a challenge this presents to 
Christians who have in their keeping the 
only solution to the world’s need. Today, 


more than ever before, we should be tell- 
ing forth the good news—Jesus saves! 
Such vignettes of tract history should 
drive us to even greater effort in our leaf- 
let evangelism. God did, God does, God 
will use gospel tracts to accomplish His 
purpose. Let us purpose in our hearts 
not to fail Him! 


Many PREACHERS, teachers 
and missionaries honored and revered 
among evangelicals unite in praising ef- 
fective tract distribution. 

Dr. W. B. Riley once said, and on sev- 
eral occasions reaffirmed, “When the 
judgment shall come and the King shall 
sit on the throne with His righteous at 
His right, there will be more people in 
that redeemed throng who, in answer to 
the question, ‘What led you to Christ?’ 
will reply in chorus, ‘A tract,’ than will 
point to Spurgeon, or Wesley, or White- 
field, or even the apostle Paul, saying, 
‘That man!’” 

Dr. R. A. Torrey declared on more than 
one occasion, “Comparatively few Chris- 
tians realize the importance of tract 
work. I had been a Christian a good 
many years, and a minister of the gospel 
several years, before it entered my head 
that tracts were of much value in Chris- 
tian work. I had somehow grown up with 
the notion that tracts were all rubbish, 
and therefore I did not take the trouble 
to read them, and far less did I take the 
trouble to circulate them; but I found 
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out that I was entirely wrong. Tract 
work has some great advantages over 
other forms of Christian work.” 

Russell H. Conwell, of “Acres of Dia- 
monds” fame, never spoke a more true 
word than when he declared: “It is His 
Word, and not the minister’s essay, that 
‘shalt not pass away.’ The world will 
never hear the gospel from the pulpits. 
It must be sent to them and put directly 
under their eyes. Hence the necessity 
that churches should .. . use profusely 
books and tracts.” 

Howard W. Pope, an avid soul-winner 
and a contemporary of D. L. Moody, in- 
sists: “The indiscriminate use of tracts 
has led many good people to question 
their value. It is foolish, however, to 
allow our prejudice against poor tracts 
to blind us to the value of good ones, and 
good ones can be had... Many a soul 
has been awakened by one of these silent 
messengers which God has put into the 
hand at just the right moment. 

“One of the greatest secrets of success 
in Christian work is to have something 
to give away ... By offering a tract, I 
have often detained people at the close 
of a service, and thus obtained an oppor- 
tunity for Christian conversation. In 
this way nine people recently remained 
to get a leaflet, and finally all of them 
knelt with me and accepted Christ.” 

A. C. Dixon adds: “Evangelization is 
simply bringing the truths of the gospel 
in contact with the people. That is our 
part, the rest is with God... A tract is 
sometimes more powerful than the living 
voice. It comes with a quiet persuasive 
power. It has no repulsive manner. It 
persistently presents its claims and makes 
no angry reply.”

Church is the widespread use of gospel 
tracts. The twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies marked a decided revival in the 
things of God. Converted men, like 
Peter of Bruys, Henry of Lausanne and 
Peter Waldo, were actively distributing 
their handwritten “Sentences.” God 
moved, and a mighty revival spread over 
the land. 


Another great revival was brought into 
being by Wycliffe in England in the four- 
teenth century. He wrote tracts, had 
them reproduced by hand, and sent his 
“evangelical men” out into the villages 
well prepared with powerful gospel mes- 
sages. God moved and a mighty revival 
broke out. 


Jerome of Prague, one of Wycliffe’s pu- 
pils, when he returned to Bohemia, took 
with him some of Wycliffe’s tracts and 
showed them to John Huss. Huss had 
hundreds more of them reproduced by 
hand. God worked again, and Bohemia 
threw off the shackles of Rome. 


Later the revival under Luther was also 
a direct result of widespread tract circu- 
lation. His was the age of books and 
tracts. Everywhere Luther’s timely tracts 
were distributed by willing hands. Both 
men and women fell to the work with 
great zeal. The result—another revival, 
and the beginning of new freedom and 
warmth of worship. 


The Wesleyan revival in the sixteenth 
century also owes much of its success to 
the dissemination of gospel tracts. John 
Wesley and his brother Charles wrote 
many tracts which were widely distrib- 
uted. Soon all England was ablaze with 
revival fires. 


The United States has had several vis- 





itations of Holy Ghost revival, periods of 
deep moving of the Spirit of God among 
His people, renewing their love, cleansing 
their lives and giving them a passion and 
power for winning souls. The Great 
Awakening (1735-1750) which swept the 
colonies from Maine to Georgia in the 
days of Jonathan Edwards and George 
Whitefield was preceded by an avalanche 
of gospel tract distribution. The second 
great American revival, referred to as 
the Awakening of 1800, was also preceded 
by a deluge of tract distribution efforts 
on the part of a host of laymen. In the 
great revival of 1857-58 tracts were once 
again used in great numbers. 

The spreading of revival fires today 
can be attributed, in part at least, to the 
widespread diffusion of the gospel mes- 
sage. America is reaping from the rich 
sowing done in recent decades. Multi- 
plied millions of soul-saving leaflets have 
been put into circulation. I have seen 
these bright witnesses in every city and 
hamlet in America through which I have 
passed. Many people have told me they 
were converted through reading a gospel 
tract. I am convinced that tracts have 
a direct bearing on today’s great wave 
of revival fire. 

God has in the past, God still can, and 
God may even now be sending us anothev 
great revival. Let us be zealous in fan- 
ning the fires of revival and help make 
our desire a reality.

Bread! 


By Kenneth N. Taylor 


’ first saw them in the Alsatian area of France last year—leaflets about 
the size of a page from Reader’s Digest. On the front the one word, 
“Bread,” was boldly stamped across the picture of a working man cutting 
a chunk of bread from the loaf he had brought for lunch. Inside in large, 
bright, bulletin-board type letters of red and black appeared this heading: 


“You—Your Children— 
Have a Right to Bread!” 

The text—in French, of course—was direct and to the point. “The man 
who allows you to work for your daily bread is your friend,” it said. “But 
the man who denies you that right is an enemy. Whoever will work shall 
eat; whoever is healthy and will not work should not eat.” 

Such sentiments strike fire with working men—particularly in Europe 
where men are often hungry and bread is life itself. 

Reading on as best I could, I found this message: “You and your chil- 
dren have a right -to full life; man does not live by bread alone. Workers, 
how long shall we continue blind to the highest good? The question of 
bread is in itself not most important. Man not only has a body, but a soul 
and spirit. You with others have a right to the full life which God has 
given you in Jesus Christ. He is the Bread of Life!” 

These tracts, I learned, had been used against the enemy’s very strong- 
holds. Put up in best Communist style, they had been handed out at 
factory gates, where they were received with attention and respect. 

One measure of their impact was the attention they received from 
Communist quarters. At least two party papers quoted the tract in full. 
One editor made no comment. The other, as if bewildered by such un- 
usual Christian “propaganda,” concluded naively, “And now, my friend, 
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who worketh in you both to will 
and do of his good pleasure” 
(Phil. 2:12, 13). 

Work out your own salvation. Here is 
one thing at least a man can call his 
own; and I wonder if there is really any- 
thing else in all the range of human life 
and experience that we can really call 
our own. 

We say today, “This house is mine,” 
but tomorrow it takes on wings of flame 
and flies away. “This money is mine,” 
you say today, “I earned it, I piled it up”; 
but tomorrow the bank breaks and you 
are without a dollar. If it was really 
yours, why did you let it go? “This is 
my wife,” you say today, “I wooed her, I 
won her and she gave herself to me; and 
this is my baby”; but tomorrow the 
bloom goes out of the wife’s cheek and 
another day the little one you called your 
own withers and droops like the delicate 
flower out in the garden. Death comes 
and both are gone. Not even the life we 
call our own is really ours.

Salvation to Be Worked Out 


But here is one thing which this Book 
of all books, the very Word of God, calls 
“my own.” It is my own salvation; but 
even this is not my own except as I work 
it out. For I take it that salvation here 
means primarily character; and this is 
something which cannot be imputed or 
presented as a gift. It is something to be 
worked out; something to be built up. 

Of course, in one sense, my salvation is 
complete—it was wrought out and fin- 
ished by Christ when He died, and when 
I trusted Him I was saved; saved from 
condemnation, saved from the penalty of 
sin. In this sense salvation is a thing of 
the past. 

In another sense, it is a thing of the 
future, for I am yet to be saved in the 
hour of emancipation from this body of 
corruption, when I shall see Him as He 
is and be like Him. 

But in still another sense my salvation 
is now going on, and I am being saved 
as the redemption, made over to me in 
Christ. and to be consummated finally 
before Christ, is being worked out in me 
by the presence and power of the Spirit 
of Christ. 

In more than one place in the Word 
reference is made to such as are being 
saved, to salvation and progress. And to 
this, to the salvation which consists in 
our deliverance from the power of in- 
dwelling sin and in touching our char- 
acter into the likeness of the Son of God,

must we apply at least the immediate 
reference of this verse in Philippians. 


It Is Not Necessary to Sin 


This salvation we are to work out. Now 
we are all agreed that it is the will of 
God that sin shall not have dominion 
over us. “This is the will of God, even 
your sanctification,” and we are bound to 
admit that up to the limit of the life that 
is ours, up to the limit of knowledge, it is 
possible to be kept from sin. 

I do not know that we can rightly ex- 
pect to be kept from temptation. Some 
of the holiest men sometimes have had 
the fiercest temptations. I am out of 
sympathy with the teaching today that a 
man’s temptation is a sign of his holi- 
ness, and that if he is not tempted it is 
a sign of his wickedness, so much so that 
it is hardly worth the devil’s while to 
spend time over him. I believe the holier 
a man is, the less he is tempted, although 
there come times even to the holiest man, 
even as there came to Christ, when all 
the powers of hell close in about him and 
try to drag him down. 

But someone says, “I have not only 
been tempted, but I have fallen beneath 
the power of that temptation. Forgive- 
ness I believe I have had; redemption 
from the guilt of it I believe is mine. 


The secret of Christian victory for you may lie 
in forming a partnership with God on a new basis 


But it is salvation—not from temptation, 
but in temptation if temptation must 
come—it is power over sin I want.” 


What Is Your Sin? 


What is your sin from which you say 
you do not yet have deliverance? God 
knows, and you know, and it may be well 
to leave the knowledge of it there. But 
whatever it is, we are expected to work 
out our own salvation in the fullest meas- 
ure of victory over it, and there ought to 
be a way to do it. 

Some of us are still troubled with un- 
holy imaginations. Some poet has said, 
“Think well, and do well will follow 
thought.” But your trouble is not that 
evil actions follow, but it is the shame 
and chagrin that the very temple of the 
Holy One should ever be polluted by even 
a thought of that which is unclean. 

A brother minister confessed with tears 
his trouble along this line. He had been 
reading Milton’s exquisite Hymn to Pu- 
rity, where it is said a thousand liveried 
angels lackey the soul that is sincerely 
pure in heart, so that every thought of 
sin is driven far away. He said, “I would 
give the world to have an experience like 
that. But I do not know at what moment 
the devil will throw a spark from hell

F this should be my last message to you, I want you 
to know that God has planned a ‘wedding in the 
sky’ and that I’m bringing to you an invitation to 
meet me over yonder.

The speaker was big, kindly Dr. William Edward 
Biederwolf, weak from what was the beginning of his 
last illness. For one of the last times he was holding 
the gospel of salvation before his wealthy and fash- 
ionable congregation in Poinciana Chapel at Palm 
Beach, Fla. Not many months later, on September 3, 
1939, he was called to be with the Lord. 

Today Dr. Biederwolf is remembered as a warm-hearted Christian, as a 
minister of the gospel, as an evangelist—three times he circled the world 
with the message of salvation—and as the man who for a score of years 
built and directed the program of the Winona Lake Bible Conference. He 
was founder of the Winona Lake School of Theology, founder of the Fam- 
ily Altar League and a leader in organizing support in this country for 


Most of all, perhaps, he is remembered for messages such as the one 
reprinted here—a message given at the Winona Lake Conference grounds 
and published in the Christian Workers Magazine for February, 1913.

WINNING THE CHILDREN 


The Secret of Big Meetings 


By LIONEL A. HUNT 


There is power in a personal invitation 


o a large extent, the tremendous 
success possible in evangelizing 
groups of children is due to the fact 
that crowds of boys and girls can 
quickly be brought together. An audi- 
ence of rich and poor, churched and un- 
churched, is gathering every school day, 
ready for an invitation to hear the gospel. 
It is staggering to think of the oppor- 
tunities at our very door that have been 
lost and are being lost daily. When you 
realize that one in four of the noisy chil- 
dren playing on the school grounds could, 
within a few hours, be packed into a 
church to hear the gospel, and that a 
great many of them would remain after- 
ward and accept Christ, the opportunities 
going ungrasped—soon to be gone for- 
ever—become unutterably tragic. 
Successful child evangelism cannot be 
carried on haphazardly. “Whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy might” 
certainly applies to this work, if results 
are to be expected. This is as true of 
gathering boys and girls for meetings as 
of other phases of a children’s campaign. 


— WE CONSIDER specific 
methods, however, there may be those 
who so far have withheld their hand from 
such children’s work because of the fear 
that children’s professions of faith may 
be unreal. E. Payson Hammond, the child 
evangelist quoted earlier in this series, 
heard many such objections. 

“I know,” he wrote in his book The

Conversion of Children, “that many be- 
lieve that it is easy to work upon the 
feelings of children—to get them thor- 
oughly excited with a sort of religious 
enthusiasm, and then to ask them if they 
love Jesus, and if they say, ‘Yes,’ pro- 
nounce them converted. I know that 
even good Christians who have not had 
the opportunity of laboring among chil- 
dren for their salvation have been heard 
to express ideas similar to these.” 

The evangelist explains how, in the 
early years of his children’s work, when 
questioned on these grounds, he could 
only say, “I hope they will hold out. I 
know that we have prayed for the Holy 
Spirit to awaken them and show them 
their sinfulness; I know that we have 
tried to hold up Christ as the only Sav- 
iour of the old and young. 

“But after all,” he would admit, “it 
may prove an evanescent work. It may be 
that it is only an excitement, that these 
children’s feelings have only been 
wrought upon; that they have never be- 
held, with the eye of faith, Christ bleed- 
ing on the cross for them.” 

Later, however, the evangelist was able 
to obtain facts concerning the later lives 
of persons who made decisions at some 
of his children’s meetings. One notewor- 
thy report came from Rochester, N.Y., 
where 1,001 children from Sunday schools 
alone, joined the churches as the result 
of God’s blessing on the union meetings 
held there by Mr. Hammond in 1863. 
Among the number were some as young 
as nine years. 

The report, made six years after the 
campaign, read as follows: 

“As the fruit of the revival season of 
1863, 163 persons were received into the

Central Church. This is not counting a 
large number who have united with the 
church since that time who refer their 
conversation to that occasion. Of the 
163 children, 153 are either in good stand- 
ing in the church today or have taken a 
regular dismission to other churches or 
have died in hope. 

“The remaining ten were marked ‘un- 
known,’ they having mostly removed from 
the city; but with the exception of two 
or three, they were, at last accounts, 
walking in an orderly Christian manner. 
This is the record of a church that was, 
for nearly two years subsequent to Mr. 
Hammond’s labors, virtually without a 
pastor.” 

What evangelist today, working among 
adults, would not rejoice to be able to 
give a similar report: of those making 
professions of faith at his meetings? 

Mr. Hammond gives other evidences of 
lasting blessing from mass child evan- 
gelism, closing with these words: “It is 
facts like these, gathered from many 
parts of this and other lands, that lead 
me to believe that children and youth 
when regenerated are no more likely to 
fall away than grown people.” 

For my own part, I do not have fifteen

THE PERSONAL WORKER 

HERE are those all around us, outside 

of Christ, who are in imminent dan- 

ger of being swept from time to 
eternity. These men are lost, irretrievably 
lost, unless the Lord Jesus is received as 
personal Saviour in this life. 

It is the Christian’s responsibility to 
give the gospel—to tell them the Son of 
Man came to seek and to save the lost 
(Luke 19:10). In both Testaments God’s 
people are spoken of as His witnesses 
(Isa. 43:10, 12; Acts 1:8). If we are truly 
His servants, there is no choice—no al- 
ternative; His will is absolute. To beg 
ignorance, saying, “We knew not this,” 
is not to escape responsibility. We are 
accountable. 

There is little value, however, in a 
mealymouthed, uncertain, unconvincing 
witness. The sinner has every right to 
ask if we have done that which we are 
asking him to do. If we have not, or if 
we are unsure, we may as well stop talk- 
ing. It is essential that the worker with 
souls know by personal experience the 
truth of sin’s ruin, and the reality of 
repentance, redemption by the blood of 
Christ, and regeneration. 

Holiness of life is also an absolute req- 
uisite for effectiveness in soul-winning. 
The worker must be a separated Chris- 
tian (Rom. 12:1, 2; II Cor. 6:14-7:1; 
II Tim. 2:21). Sin—known, condoned, 
persisted in—unfrocks the child of God 
for service, and makes him uwnfruitful. 
God will use consecrated wisdom, know- 
ledge, and culture, but these are not ab- 
solute requirements; He demands a clean 
heart and life (I Tim. 4:11, 12). 

To win men to Christ, we must have a 
God-given love for them. There are many 
people who have little or nothing about 
them to evoke affection; to love men, es- 
pecially unsaved men, we need divine 
love. God gives this love. 

And to win men for Him, we must know 
how to pray. Nothing less than the agon- 
izing cries of a heart touched by God will 
suffice. There is no easier way. Earnest, 
importunate, victorious prayer enters the 
throne room and gains the answer with 
God; and power with God is brought 
down by tarrying with Him in diligent 
prayer. 

If we meet the Lord’s conditions, He

will use us to the full. Our ability 
to speak is guaranteed. He over- 
comes our limitations and in- 
creases our capacities as we are 
yielded and obedient. He gives 
us the message to deliver; He 
pledges His power to back the 
Word. We cannot do the work of 
the soul-winner ourselves; the 
Lord Jesus can do it through us. 
Remember— 

“What God claims, I yield; 
What I yield, He accepts; 
What Re accepts, He fills; 

What He fills, He uses; 

What He uses, glorifies Himself.” 


Of course, the soul-winner must 
also have physical tools. He 
should have his Bible, at least 
a New Testament, with him al- 
ways. In fact, it is wise to carry several 
inexpensive Testaments, so that one can 
be handed to the inquirer who evinces 
interest, yet does not own one. But we 
need the Book first of all for our own 
use in dealing with the soul that needs 
Christ. We need to let him read, for him- 
self, the truth in the Word of God, so 
he will understand that it is not our 
message. The soul that makes his de- 
cision on the Word of God has a firm 
foundation. 

Brilliant argument may win people to 
ourselves, or it may make men angry; 
in itself it will not save. Nothing can 
take the place of knowing God’s Word 
and using it. It was the Word of God 
used by the Spirit of God that accom- 
plished regeneration in us as Christians 
(I Pet. 1:23; Rom. 10:17). How foolish 
to fail to use that Word in personal work. 

Prayerful tract distrioution is also of 
value in soul-winning. Some workers 
carry one simple, clear tract presenting 
the Word of God. Others prefer to have 
from three to twelve different kinds of 
tracts, one each for as many different 
types of persons as possible. Such a plan 
has advantages, if the tracts are kept 
separate and are easily accessible; but 
the worker should not sort through his 
tracts before the one with whom he is 
dealing. He should have them ready, 
know in which pocket each is carried. 

We should feel free to leave tracts 
where others will find them, but we must 
not fail to hand them out directly. Some 
will be refused or cast aside, but others 
will be opened, and opportunities to wit- 
ness will be born.

ample of the personal worker, minister- 
ing to individuals as well as to the 
masses. In the third chapter of John, 
for example, we read of Nicodemus. This 
man, who was the teacher of the Jews, 
was in desperate need. Brushing aside his 
complimentary remarks, our Lord came 
immediately to the subject: “Except one 
be born anew, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God” (John 3:3, A.S.V.). The 
Lord gave direct and plain answers to 
Nicodemus’ two questions as to how the 
new birth is possible and as to how it 
is brought about. 

And how tenderly and considerately 
He spoke to the woman at Jacob’s well! 
Step by step He led her on from the 
consideration of physical water to the 
living water that He gives. Before her 
acknowledgment of Him, He dealt with 
her need, her sin. And His dealing with 
her brought salvation to a whole Samari- 
tan village. 

In Proverbs 11:30 we read, “The fruit 
of the righteous is a tree of life; and he 
that is wise winneth souls.” Whatever 
the attitude of the world, whatever the 
criticism of the elite of earth, God calls 
the soul-winner wise! The Lord also says 
the soul-winner is one who turns many 
to righteousness (Dan. 12:3). The re- 
ward? He shall shine as the brightness 
of the heavens, and as the stars “for- 
ever and ever.” 
the soul-winner! 


There is the additional compensation : 
of the spiritual ecstasy of joy which only 


the soul that has led another to the 
Saviour can appreciate. To see the first 
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gleam of light in the eyes of the newborn 
soul, to see the light of God’s glory on his 
face—these alone would be recompense 
enough! 


PERSONAL WORK WITH THE SICK 
( NE of the most opportune times to 

reach the hearts of others with the 
message of life is when they are in sick- 
ness and sorrow. God, in mercy, puts 
many on their backs that they may look 
up. 

If we who know the Lord turn away 
from those in need, we shall, by default, 
surrender the territory to the so-called 
healing cults. Denying the teaching of 
the Word of God, these false systems 
nevertheless offer the sick alleged healing 
for body and mind. Our responsibility 
before God is great if, because of laziness 
and indifference, we who know the truth 
fail to occupy for Him in this challenging 
field. 

During His earthly life the Lord Jesus 
“went about doing good, and healing all 
that were oppressed of the devil.” Now, 
as then, He is “touched with the feelings 
of our infirmities” (Heb. 4:15). It is a 
privilege to tell the fearful of the “secret 
place of the Most High” and of the Sav- 
iour’s promise of rest of heart to all who 
will flee to Him for refuge. 

One of the questions with which the 
personal worker is most often confronted 
in the sick room is, “Why does God per- 
mit sickness?” Some sickness is trace- 
able directly to sin. Many are physically 
sick because they are spiritually sick. So 
it was with David, as he admitted in 
writing of his accusing conscience and of 
God’s forgiveness and restoration (Ps. 
32). In other instances, sickness may be 
due to failure to take care of the body or 
to consider known physical ailments. 

Many of God’s children, however, are 
sick because, in His unerring wisdom, 
He has willed it. In such cases He per- 
mits suffering that greater glory may re- 
dound to His name and that He may 
demonstrate the all-sufficiency of His 
sustaining grace. Concerning such afflic- 
tion Paul wrote, saying, “For this thing 
I besought the Lord thrice, that it might 
depart from me. And he said unto me, 
My grace is sufficient for thee: for my 
strength is made perfect in weakness. 
Most gladly therefore will I rather glory 
in my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me” (II Cor. 
12:8, 9). 

To connect all sickness with some im- 
mediate sin on the part of the patient, 
or to teach that it is God’s will in every 
case to heal the body, is to be both un- 
scriptural and unkind. Rather, let us 
pray according to the will of God, then 
leave the results with Him. 

There are various ways of ministering 
to the sick. Prayer is always needed and 
appreciated. Letters and cards, bearing 
personal messages of cheer, along with 
passages of Scripture, also mean much to 
those on beds of sickness. But one of 
the greatest means of ministry lies in the 
work of personal visitation, and it is with 
this that we are particularly concerned 
here. 

Visitation is a work requiring tact and 
judgment. It should be done prayerfully 
under the leading of the Holy Spirit. 
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While it is, of course, impossible to give 
detailed instructions to meet every situa- 
tion which may arise, the following sug- 
gestions will be helpful: 

1. Call on the sick only at regular vis- 
iting hours. 

2. Once in the hospital, remember that 
you are there for a definite purpose. 
Manifest no fear or uncertainty, but go 
quietly and directly to the patients. 
Avoid all brusqueness, roughness, or un- 
kindness, whatever the provocation. 

3. Never go into a room placarded, “No 
Visitors.” Such a sign usually indicates 
that the patient is critically ill. Unless 
you are requested by relatives or hospital 
attendants to visit such persons, obey 
this regulation scrupulously. 

4. Avoid discussions which seem to agi- 
tate or disturb the patient. Do not force 
yourself upon someone who manifests a 
resentful attitude. If proffered literature 
is declined, quietly pass on to those who 
will welcome you. 

5. Co-operation with the hospital staff 
is especially important. Make friends of 
those whom you contact. Doctors have 
sometimes requested workers who show 
such a spirit to visit their patients. 

6. Although you may be visiting just 
one person in a ward, make an effort to 
speak for Christ to all of the patients. 
They will be grateful if you approach 
them tactfully; often they will feel neg- 
lected if you ignore them. Show no dif- 
ference between color or creed; treat all 
with equal interest and kindness. 

7. Observe a quiet, but cheerful man- 
ner. Remember that “a merry heart 
doeth good like a medicine” (Prov. 17:22). 
To help the sick, you must be confident, 
radiating hope. A cheerful informality, 
stripped of all stilted, ministerial man- 
nerisms, puts the patient at ease. 

8. Consider the needs of the patient. 
Make your visit brief unless you are re- 
quested to stay longer. Always refrain 
from seeming to intrude. 

9. Pray with the patient if conditions 
permit. It is the custom of one worker 
never to make a visit without offering 
prayer; and in every prayer it is his un- 
varying custom to quote John 3:16. Thus 
the gospel is preached indirectly. When 
praying with a patient in a ward, it is 
often well to speak so all can hear, and 








to include the group in your prayer. 

10. Distribute tracts whenever possible 
If the patient is away from his bed at 
the time of your visit, put the leaflets 
under his pillow, in a conspicuous place 
on his table, or between the pages of 
magazines. 

The humblest believer may know the 
joy of the Lord’s approval upon a soul- 
winning ministry among the sick when 
carried on in His name and for His sake. 
And eternity alone will reveal the bless- 
ing to the souls of men. 


DEALING WITH DELUSION 

Nn addition to knowing in a general way 

how to lead unsaved persons to Christ, 
the personal worker should be prepared 
to help those who are under the delusion 
of unscriptural religious or philosophical 
systems. This means that he should 
make an effort to acquire some knowledge 
of what these unscriptural systems are, 
what they teach and where they conflict 
with God’s way of salvation as set forth 
in His Word. 

Although the various systems of false 
belief cannot be enumerated and de- 
scribed in detail here,* certain broad 
principles may be briefly outlined. As 
the worker learns to recognize and come 
to grips with key errors in each system of 
false teaching, he will, of course, find 
certain methods of approach particularly 
suited to certain beliefs. 

Such methods of approach, however, 
should not be thought of as being suitable 
in every case. Because of vast individual 
differences in physical characteristics, 
environment, circumstances and experi- 
ence, the exact approach and methods 
used in dealing with one person may sel- 
dom, if ever, be used again even with 
others holding similar views. 

It is a far more satisfactory plan to 
regard each individual as simply a sinner 
who does not realize his need for a Sav- 
iour, and to employ those passages of 
Scripture which seem to be indicated in 
each case. These should be chosen, first, 
to bring personal conviction of guilt be- 
fore God, “for by the law is the knowl-

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Justification

A study of the believer’s standing before God 


HE doctrine of justification deals 
with the question of how men may 
be made right with God. Surely no 
more important subject can engage 
the human mind than this, “for all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). And yet few if any 
tenets of the Christian faith have excited 
greater prejudice and opposition. 

The reasons for such aversion are not 
hard to find. In the main, they stem 
from pride and wrong views of sin. Most 
of us do not like to be told that we have 
no merit in ourselves by means of which 
to earn the favor of God. We resent the 
statement that we cannot be saved by 
our own good works. 

In society at large, the doctrine of sin 
is grossly misunderstood or ignored. It is 
laughed out, of court as an old-fogy 
notion to be relegated to the scrapheap 
of exploded superstitions. It is, of course, 
easier to make light of sin than to get 
rid of it. The natural man is more in- 
terested in freedom ¢o sin than in free- 
dom from sin, in justification for sin than 
in justification from sin. But the Lord 
will not and cannot—we say it reverent- 
ly—justify the man who seeks to justify 
himself. 


For the sake of business success or 


How then can man be justified with God?—Job 25:4 


social position, men and women will go 
to great lengths to know, and to be 
known by, the “right” people. But one’s 
standing with God is of infinitely great- 
er consequence than his standing with 
men. Many a brilliant worldly reputa- 
tion will vanish before the flashing eyes 
of the Lord at the Great White Throne. 
Of what avail to bask in the favor of 
the celebrities of earth if, when we stand 
at the judgment bar of God, we do not 
know God as our Father through faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, and if He does 
not know us as His children, redeemed 
by the Saviour’s blood? 


W HAT DO WE MEAN by justifi- 
cation? Dr. A. H. Strong has defined it as 
“that judicial act of God by which, on ac- 
count of Christ, to whom the sinner is 
united by faith, He declares that sinner to 
be no longer exposed to the penalty of 
the law, but to be restored to His favor.” 
More concisely defined, it may be regard- 
ed as the reversal of God’s attitude to- 
ward the sinner because of the sinner’s 
new relation to Christ. Justification, then, 
in its essence is a standing of guiltless- 
ness before God on the basis of an ac- 
ceptance by the penitent sinner of the 
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Saviour’s finished work in his behalf upon 
the cross of Calvary. 

The law of sin and death has no 
claim upon those who are justified in 
Christ; God views the believer as having 
died in Christ. 

A story from Civil War days may serve 
as illustration to make this point clear. 
A man whom we will call Smith was 
called up in the draft. Because of a large 
family dependent upon him for support, 
he asked for exemption. A young man by 
the name of Johnson volunteered to go 
in his place, and taking the name Smith 
was accepted as a substitute. Later he 
was killed in battle. 

In a subsequent conscription Smith was 
again called up, but claimed exemption 
on the ground that his substitute who 
had taken his name had died in action— 
a claim which was allowed by the govern- 
ment. So God views the Christian as hay- 
ing died to the claims of the law in the 
death of His Son upon the cross (Gal 
2:20; Rom. 6:6, 11). 

Justification also involves the imput- 
ing of Christ’s righteousness to the be- 
liever and a restoration to God’s favor. 
In Christ the penitent sinner acquires 
the righteousness that God requires 
(Rom. 3:22; 5:17-21). He is made unto 
us righteousness (I Cor. 1:30). In com- 
parison with the spiritual cost to the 
Father and to the Son of this garment 
of imputed righteousness with which the 
believer is clothed, the costliest raiment 
ever worn by royalty is but rags. And 
yet to their shame be it said, there are 
Christians who hesitate to appear in cer- 
tain circles wearing the name of Jesus. 


H AVING GAINED at least a lit- 
tle understanding of what is meant by 
justification, let us now turn to a con- 
sideration of how it is accomplished. 

First, we need clearly to grasp the 
fact that justification is not won by the 
works of the law. “Therefore by the deeds 
of the law there shall no flesh be justi- 
fied in his sight” (Rom. 3:20). In these 
words we have a clear and unequivocable 
statement that men are utterly incom- 
petent to save themselves by their own 
good works. 

The word “therefore” has a twofold 
significance. It suggests: first, that a 


judicial trial has taken place, and second, § 
that an adverse judgment has been pro- ff 
nounced. Salvation by character is ab- ) 


solutely ruled out. 
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Nothing is to be gained by contradict- 
ing Scripture on this matter. The story 
is told of a man who on leaving the 
doctor’s office was asked, “Haven’t you 
forgotten something?” 

“What?” queried the departing patient. 

“My fee,’ replied the doctor. 

“What for?” 

“My advice,” was the reply. 

“But I’m not taking it,” scornfully 
countered the visitor, as he stamped out 
of the office. 

Spurning the remedy will not cure the 
malady. Rerudiation of what the Word 
of God teaches about men’s utter hope- 
lessness apart from Jesus Christ in no 
way invalidates the fact of their lost con- 
dition. 

There are several reasons why men 
cannot be saved by the works of the 
law. In the first place, the law reveals 
his sin to the sinner, but does not re- 
move the sin; it is like the X-ray which 
discloses, but cannot remove, a malig- 
nant growth from the body. Nor can the 
law produce the righteousness it demands 
(Gal. 3:10). It condemns for sin, it can 
never redeem from sin. 

Man cannot possibly measure up to the 
demands of God’s infinite holiness. 
“There is no difference” (Rom. 3:22) is 
not to be construed as teaching that 
there are no differences as to attainments 
in character on the part of men and wo- 
men. The meaning, rather, is that con- 
fronted by the demand of an absolutely 
holy God for perfect righteousness in 
word, deed, and thought, the gradations 
in moral achievement among men are 
too minute to warrant interest. 

Unable apart from divine grace to meet 
God’s requirements, man must choose 
between law or grace, works or faith, 
death or life, hell or heaven. Between 
the opposing terms of these several sets 
of alternatives there is no middle ground, 
despite a preference on the part of many 
people for a sort of no-man’s land of 
ethical neutrality, or twilight zone of 
religious indifference. 

There are many who resent what they 
regard as a narrow-minded insistence on 
the part of evangelicals that there is no 
salvation without a personal acceptance 
of Jesus Christ as the one and only 
Saviour from sin. But such an antagon- 
istic reaction is unwarranted. 

Imagine a man living on a street in 
the middle of which is the state line. 
His home is in the state of A where the 
taxation is 99.99 of a man’s income. 
Across the street is the state of B where 
there are no taxes whatsoever and where 
every citizen receives a substantial yearly 
bonus. Our imaginary friend fumes be- 
cause his friends and neighbors on the 
opposite side of the street are free of 
taxes and are the recipient of this boun- 
tiful gift annually through no merit of 
theirs; yet to be assured of the same 
benefits all he need do is move across the 
street where there is no housing shortage 
and where there is any number of va- 
cant apartments. 

Of course this is an inconceivable situ- 
ation in the world of time and sense in 
which we live. And yet it is but a faint 
picture of the contrast actually existing 
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The Christian's Relation to the Law

HERE are those who insist that the 

Christian is still under the law of 
Moses, even though he is saved by grace. 
Then there are those who go to the other 
extreme and insist that the law has been 
repealed and abrogated, just as though it 
had never been given. They assert that 
the law of God is not in force today, 
because we are not under law but under 
grace. 

The first of these positions leads to 
bondage, and the second to lawlessness. 
Both are contrary to the Word of God. 

A third answer to the question of law 
and grace is found in Romans 7, where 
the believer is declared to be dead to 
the law by the body of Christ. The Word 
does not say that the law is dead, but 
that the born-again Christian is dead to 
the law, “that ye should be married to 
another, even to him who was raised 
from the dead, that we should bring forth 
fruit unto God.” The Christian cannot 
be “dead to the law” without being “mar- 
ried to another”; neither can he be 
“married to another” without being ‘dead 
to the law”; “for Christ is the end of the 
law for righteousness to every one that 
believeth” (Rom. 10:4). 

The believer is married to the risen 
Christ, that he should bring forth fruit 
unto God (Rom. 7:4). As long as the 
Christian thinks either that he is under 
law or that the law has been repealed 
and set aside, he cannot bring forth fruit 
unto God. In either case the Holy Spirit is 
quenched and grieved, and the fruit of 
the Spirit is not manifested (Gal. 5:1-4, 
18-25). a 


Just as the wife is subject to her hus- 
band, so the believer is subject to the 
risen Christ. The Holy Spirit continu- 
ally seeks to make the Christian Christ- 
minded. As a Christian cultivates the 
mind of Christ, and his mind is set upon 
things above, he brings “forth fruit unto 
God.” 

The law convicts, it condemns, and it 
curses the one who is under it. Christ 
bore our condemnation on the cross, re- 
deeming us from the curse of the law 
(Gal. 3:10-14). For that reason there is 
no condemnation to them who are in 
Christ Jesus (Rom. 8:1, 34). But while the 
law cannot condemn or curse the Chris- 
tian (although he may sin and come 
short of the demands of the law), yet the 
law can still convict him of sin and cause 
him to see his shortcomings, to make con- 
fession of his sins, and to appreciate more 
and more the grace of God and the blood 
of Christ. 

The law is good (I Tim. 1:8), and was 
written for our learning and comfort 
(Rom. 15:4); and the things that hap- 
pened to Israel were written as examples 
and for our admonition (I Cor. 10:6-11). 
Thus we can learn of God’s holiness and 
wisdom by means of the law without be- 
ing under the law, and can sing: 


“Free from the law, O happy condition! 
Jesus hath bled, and there is remission; 
Cursed by the law and bruised by the fall, 
Christ hath redeemed us once for all.” 


“Do we then make void the law through 
faith? God forbid: yea, we establish the 
law” (Rom. 3:31). ‘ 





between the state of the lost and state of 
the saved. “For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord” (Rom. 6:23). We 
plead with the unsaved to step by faith 
across the line from the kingdom of 
death and darkness into God’s kingdom 
of light and everlasting life. 


_ VIEWED the negative, 
let us now turn to the positive side of 
the picture, which may be presented in 
three simple and concise statements: (1) 
God’s grace is the source, (2) Christ’s 
death is the ground, and (3) man’s faith 
is the means of justification. 

First, then, God’s grace is the source of 
justification. “Being justified freely by 
his grace” (Rom. 3:24). This grace of 
God, while free, is most emphatically not 
cheap. Can we even begin to conceive 
what is must have cost the Father to 
let His beloved and only begotten Son 
taste the very pains of hell as He hung 
upon the cross for the redemption of 
men? 

The cost to the Saviour of redemption 


from sin throws a lurid light upon the 
cost to the sinner of persistence in sin, 
for we may rest assured that had there 
been any other way of deliverance from 
the guilt and penalty of sin, the Father 
would never have allowed His Son to un- 
dergo the unspeakable horror and an- 
guish of Calvary. And let it never be 
forgotten that the God whose justice 
demanded an eternal penalty for sin is 
the same God whose mercy provided an 
eternal remedy for sin. 

In the second place, Christ’s death is 
the ground of salvation: “through the re- 
demption that is in Christ Jesus: whom 
God hath set forth to be a propitiation” 
(Rom. 3:24, 25). God is not free to for- 
give by a mere fiat or declaration. There 
are in Deity two principles that must be 
reconciled before reconciliation between 
God and sinners can be effected. These 
two principles are God’s infinite love and 
God’s infinite holiness. 

We might think of God’s love under 
the figure of a mighty river which, fed 
as it is by eternal springs in the depths 
of the divine nature, must flow resist-

VEN as Sodom and Gomorrah, and 

the cities about them, having in like 

manner with these given themselves 

over to fornication and gone after 
strange fiesh, are set forth as an exam- 
ple, suffering the punishment of eternal 
fire” (Jude 7, AS.V.) 

It is a very solemn thing that Sodom 
and Gomorrah should be set forth in the 
Bible as examples for the instruction of 
the Church. What can believers learn 
from the record of the old cities of the 
plain which God destroyed because of 
their terrible wickedness? 

One of the most obvious reasons we are 
put in remembrance of this Bible account 
of sin and judgment is that it is pro- 
phetic of the apostasy within the pro- 
fessing Church in the last days. Apos- 
tates are said by Jude to “turn the grace 
of our God into lasciviousness” (v. 4), to 
“defile the flesh” (v. 8), to corrupt them- 
selves as beasts (v. 10), and to “walk 
after their own lusts” (v. 16). 

We would hardly use such strong lan- 
guage in connection with the falling 
away which has progressed so rapidly in 
our generation toward its announced cli- 
max, but this is the terminology of the 
Holy Spirit. Christ foretold that the last 
days would be as the days of Lot (Luke 
17:28-30). Conditions such as obtained 
in ancient Sodom will have their coun- 
terpart in Christendom just before the 
Lord returns, as professed believers fall 
into sins which should not even be named 
mong true followers of Christ (Eph. 5:3). 

The middle of the twentieth century 
has witnessed such a renewed outbreak 
of ancient sins and perversions that even 
worldly-wise leaders stand aghast. Head- 
lines concerning crime and immorality in 
every city of America warn us that we 
must take a far more literal view of the 
book of Jude than has been common in 
the past. Apostasy may begin with in- 
tellectual doubts; but it is certain to end 
in physical degradation. 

In addition to the prophetic character 
of these passages, other striking spiritual 
truths of importance to the believer are 
to be found in Jude 7 and 8. Since Sodom 
and Gomorrah are mentioned in connec- 
tion with apostasy, the inference is that 
the people of these cities were guilty of 
this great sin. Such, indeed, was the 
case. Wicked as they were at the time 
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they were destroyed, they had once had 
a knowledge of the truth. 

God’s original revelation of His holy 
character was still preserved in Lot’s day 
and was known in the wicked cities of 
the plain. Only 450 years passed, accord- 
ing to Ussher’s chronology, between the 
Flood and the overthrow of Sodom. Shem, 
Noah’s son, was still alive with fifty years 
of life yet before him. 

As clearly stated in Romans 1:18-32, 
when men who once knew God fail to 
glorify Him, they become vain in their 
reasoning, and their foolish hearts are 
darkened. Then God gives them up to 
uncleanness, vile affections and a repro- 
bate mind. This was true in Sodom. It 
will be true within the professing Church, 
as Jude is increasingly illustrated in the 
days immediately before the coming of 
our Lord. 


R EMEMBER Sopom!” writes 
Jude. As we turn to the record God has 
given, we remember that Christ was re- 
ferring to an event connected with the 
destruction of Sodom when He said, “Re- 
member Lot’s wife” (Luke 17:32). Just 
before this He had declared, “He that is 
in the field, let him likewise not return 
back” (v. 31). Lot’s wife is an example 
of turning back, and turning back is 
apostasy. 

The escaping woman had tasted of de- 
liverance from a place under doom from 
God. She had followed the word of the 
Lord, given through angels, almost to the 
heights where perfect safety lay, when 
she turned back. Like Israel in the wil- 
derness, and the angels who sinned, she 
did not have another opportunity to sin 
against the light which had been given 
her. “If any man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in him,” declare 
the Scriptures. “But we are not of them 
who draw back .. . but of them that be- 
lieve to the saving of the soul” (Heb. 
10:38, 39). 

The very longsuffering of God, who is 
not willing that any should perish, leads 
some men to harden their hearts and 
miss altogether the lesson of these ex- 
amples cited by Jude. “Because sentence 
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against an evil work is not executed 
speedily, therefore the heart of the sons 
of men is fully set in them to do evil” 
(Eccles. 8:11). 

Thank God, He does not deal with 
everyone as He has dealt with Israel, the 
angels and Sodom. People who turn 
back from sure deliverance are not often 
struck down by divine judgment as was 
Lot’s wife. Again and again the grace 
of God woos us to Himself, though we 
often turn away. But it will not always 
be so. The day of the Lord will come, 
as a thief in the night. Let all beware 
of presuming too long. The fate of Lot’s 
wife is a lesson for us. 

Sodom itself also illustrates an impor- 
tant truth. When God’s Word is too long 
neglected or resisted, He sends judicial 
blindness. Sins once abhorred come in 
where the grace of God is cast out. There 
is a state of mind where belief in the 
truth is no longer possible. “They could 
not believe, because that Isaiah said 
again, He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart” (John 12:39, 40). 


R EMEMBER SopoM!” says Jude, 
and we think of Lot, whose days were so 
much like the days when the Son of God 
is to come again. His entire history is a 
somber story given for our admonition. 
In the first Bible reference to Sodom and 
Gomorrah they are said to have been “in 
the border of the Canaanites” (Gen. 
10:19). The next reveals that Lot chose 
this locality as his dwelling place. He 
elected to live a borderline life, as close 
as possible to the wicked Canaanites, al- 
though he had no business among them 

Quickly Lot’s sorrowful history is told. 
First he “lifted up his eyes and beheld” 
the region, which definitely had attrac- 
tions appealing to the flesh (Gen. 13:10). 
Then he “chose him all the plain of Jor- 
dan” (13:11), although this meant sepa- 
ration from Abraham, the man of God. 
Next we read that Lot “pitched his tent 
toward Sodom” (v. 12). Evidently he 
became a well known man in that city, 
because he “sat in the gate” (19:1). 

His effort to lead a righteous life there 
was a matter of contempt to his com- 
panions (19:9), and he lost his testimony 
completely (19:14). His wife perished 
when she turned back to the doomed 
place to which he had introduced her; 
his daughters adopted the morals of the 
city in which they grew up. Lot himself 
was saved, yet so as by fire. The last men- 
tion of him in the Word of God shows 
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him dwelling in a dark cave in misery 
and sin (Gen. 19:30 ff.). 

In bright contrast is the story of Abra- 
ham, who chose to abide in the heights 
of Hebron, which means “communion.” 
Long after Lot has passed from view in 
the sacred record, Abraham is seen com- 
muning with the Lord, an example of 
the life of faith and trust which has 
strengthened the hearts of believers for 
four thousand years since then. 

We cannot think of Sodom without re- 
membering that the first intercessory 
prayer of the Bible preceded its destruc- 
tion (Gen. 18). God revealed to Abraham 
His purpose to destroy the wicked cities 
of the plain. The announcement of com- 
ing judgment upon the ungodly made 
Abraham an intercessor at once. He 
drew near to God and asked for mercy 
on Sodom, which was going on about its 
daily business, heedless of its fate. 

Destruction was certain, but when 
judgment was about to descend, “God 
remembered Abraham, and sent Lot out 
of the midst of the overthrow” (Gen. 
19:29). There was deliverance in answer 
to the prayer of one righteous man. It 
was Abraham in the place of communion 
whom God remembered, not Lot in the 
place of compromise. 

Where God is withholding judgment 
from any city or nation today, there are 
righteous men and women praying for 
the ungodly. Effectual, fervent prayer 
ever avails to bring salvation to individ- 
uals living in a world facing inevitable 
judgment. God is seeking intercessors 
like Abraham. “I sought for a man 
among them, that should make up the 
hedge, and stand in the gap before me 
for the land, that I should not destroy it: 
but I found none” (Ezek. 22:30). Jere- 
miah was told, “Run ye to and fro 
through the streets of Jerusalem, and 
see now, and know, and seek in the broad 
places thereof, if ye can find a man, if 
there be any that executeth judgment, 
that seeketh the truth; and I will pardon 
it” (Jer. 5:1). 

This great truth must not be over- 
looked as we heed the admonition to re- 
member Sodom. Intercessory prayer is 
still God’s method for saving some out of 
the fiery judgment which must eventually 
fall upon all the ungodly. 

Nor dare we neglect the other truth 
which Lot illustrates, of salvation “so as 
by fire,” wherein there is the loss of all 
else. When our foundation is properly 
laid, “which is Jesus Christ,” we must be 
careful how we build upon it. Some work 
in gold, silver, precious stones; others in 
wood, hay, stubble. Every man’s work 
shall be made manifest. If it has been 
like Lot’s work, it “shall be burned, he 
shall suffer loss: but he himself shall be 
saved; yet so as by fire” (I Cor. 3:11-15). 


R EMEMBER Sopom!” writes 
Jude, and we ponder the revelation that 
these cities, so long ago destroyed, “are 
set forth for an exemple, suffering the 
punishment of eternal fire.” The literal 
fire which fell from heaven bears some 
relation to everlasting fire prepared for 
the devil and his angels. 
Geologists tell us much about what may 
have happened during those terrible 
hours before Abraham “looked toward

Sodom and Gomorrah ... and beheld 
and, lo, the smoke of the country went 
up as the smoke of a furnace” (Gen. 19: 
28). 

Dr. Melvin Grove Kyle, famous archae- 
olozist and an evangelical believer, led an 
expedition to a site at the southern end of 
the Dead Sea where the consonants of 
the ancient name Sodom are preserved 
in a place called Jebel Usdum, or Mount 
Sodom. There he found ruins of an old 
city of Canaan definitely identified as 
Zoar, on an elevation toward the east 
(Gen. 19:20-22, 30). As he studied the 
area, Dr. Kyle concluded that the ruins 
of Sodom now lie beneath the waters 
near the shore of the Dead Sea. As silt 
has been deposited in the north by the 
Jordan River, the water has gradually 
encroached upon the southern bank, 
covering the site where stood the ancient 
cities of Sodom, Gomorrah, Admah and 
Zeboim. 

This entire area is a burned out region

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of oil and bitumen. Genesis 11:3 and 
14:10 are said to have supplied the clue 
to the presence of oil which led to the 
discovery of the great Near Eastern oil 
fields, for the Hebrew word rendered 
“slime” in those passages is really “bitu- 
men.” Old descriptions of the Dead Sea 
refer to the presence of floating masses 
of bitumen on its surface. 

A great rupture in the earth’s strata, 
dating from Zoar’s day, and the presence 
of vast quantities of sulphur and salt 
scattered over the region as though by 
a tremendous cataclysm have led geolo- 
gists to conclude that there was once a 
terrific explosion in a subterranean pool 
of oil near the southern shore of the 
Dead Sea. As the gas somehow became ig- 
nited, the resulting blast lifted a whole 
section of the floor of the valley into the 
air. Large quantities of burning oil and 
sulphur (brimstone), together with salt 
and bitumen, were showered over the 
area, destroying whatever it fell upon. 
In one brief hour, four cities were over- 
whelmed. They perished as “the Lord 
rained upon Sodom and upon Gomorrah 


brimstone and fire from the Lord out of 
heaven” (Gen. 19:24). According to this 
explanation, Lot’s wife may have been 
caught in a torrential downpour of salt 
as she lingered behind her husband, 
forming a nucleus around which drifts 
formed until a pillar resulted. 


\W HETHER OR NOT we accept 
these remarkable conclusions of geology 
as an explanation of the means God may 
have employed in destroying Sodom, it is 
certain that literal fire did fall upon that 
city some four thousand years ago. Why, 
then, does Jude 7 speak of Sodom and 
Gomorrah and the cities about them as 
even now “suffering the punishment of 
eternal fire’? 

The answer is that the ungodly enter 
fiery torment immediately after death. 
Christ taught this in Luke 16:19-31, 
where a man is described “tormented in 
this flame” after he died. His body is 
said to have been buried, but he con- 
tinued in a state of conscious misery. 
Jude declares that the inhabitants of 
Sodom are another example for the in- 
struction of God’s people. Being dead for 
four thousand years, they have known 
the punishment of eternal fire all that 
time. The lake of fire is the final destiny 
of all such despisers of the goodness of 
God, but there is also an immediate 
state, place, and time of woe. 

Nearly two thousand years have passed 
since Jude by inspiration wrote of 
Gomorrah’s punishment. The _ Spirit- 
given words still stand; they are the 
truth of God. Unbelievers give them no 
heed. But they are not given to unbe- 
lievers; they are addressed to us who are 
beloved, kept and called. 

Unless we remember these words, we 
shall lack the incentive they should give 
to become earnest soul-winners. We must 
be living close to the time when the pres- 
ent day of grace will close. Then it will 
be too late for all who “received not the 
love of the truth, that they might be 
saved” (II Thess. 2:10). All will be con- 
demned who “believed not the truth, but 
had pleasure in unrighteousness” (v. 12). 
We are their only hope. Let us, like Abra- 
ham, intercede for them and seek their 
salvation by every means at our disposal. 
Otherwise, the smoke of their torment 
will rise up forever and ever (Rev. 19:3). 

We think of Sodom as guilty of terrible 
wickedness, but there is something far 
worse. It is rejecting the Son of God, 
despising the blood which He shed for 
the salvation of all who will accept Him. 

Sodom and Gomorrah and the cities 
about them which followed their evil 
example still face the day of judgment. 
The eternal fire in which they now are 
being punished will then become for them 
the eternal lake of fire. But their judg- 
ment will be more tolerable than the 
judgment of your city and mine, if they 
do not hear the message which we have 
from God. To hear and then to turn 
away is apostasy from the truth more 
awful, in the sight of God, than to live 
as did those cities which had to be de- 
stroyed by fire from heaven as an ex- 
ample for all who should afterward live 
upon the earth.

ing the streets in our country, claiming 
church membership, claiming good works, 
claiming to be good people, but so few can 
truly claim the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
personal Saviour. Oh, if we as born-again 
Christians would just be faithful in tell- 
ing the world of the precious blood that 
was shed for all on Calvary! If we would 
but live as Christ would have us live! 
What a difference it would make in our 
testimonies and in the number brought 
to Him! 

Is it not true that too many of us these 
days, after having been fed with the 
Bread and Water of Life ourselves, are 
satisfied to sit back and forget those 
outside the Lord Jesus Christ? Why 
should we not be faithful in giving out the 
Word, not only by preaching and speak- 
ing it, but by living it in our churches, 
our homes and our places of business? 

When our Lord returns—perhaps much 
sooner than many of us realize—He is 
going to ask us, “What have you done 
with Me today? Have you been living for 
Me, or have you been compromising with 
the world? Have you testified for Me to- 
day?”

“Lord, where I work I don’t have an op- 
portunity to witness,” one may say. 

“My Lord,” another may be forced to 
reply, “I couldn’t speak to my friend or 
neighbor about You because I was afraid 
he would be offended.” 

And another may have to admit, “Yes, 
Lord, I know my worldly life has kept me 
from testifying for You, but I couldn’t see 
any real harm in what I was doing.” 

God help those of us who will be stand- 
ing before our Lord presenting alibis and 
shallow excuses. What an unhappy day it 


will be for many of us. 

The Lord Jesus said, “Except a corn of 
wheat fall into the ground and die, it 
abideth alone: but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit.” Our Lord was that 
kernel of wheat that died and was buried. 
If we are to bring forth fruit, we also 
must die. This means keeping our eyes 
upon the Lord and turning by the power 
He gives us from our wicked ways. We 
must become fit vessels for His use, by 
asking Him to empty us of self, to cleanse 
us continually, and then to fill us with 
His Spirit.

or twenty years’ experience from which 
to quote results as mentioned above, yet 
in a few short years I have seen sufficient 
evidence of lasting fruit to indicate that 
such results are not impossible today. 
And I am convinced that unless we grasp 
the opportunities now before us, and step 
out with God, we cannot hope to see such 
results in fifteen or twenty years more. 


Wan the urgency of the 
present before us, let us now turn to the 
methods of gathering children for an 
evangelistic meeting. First of all, the 
choice of auditorium is important. It 
should be well known or near a well- 
known landmark. It should have between 
one and two hundred seats for every 
thousand children in the grammar 
schools. Children at all schools within a 
mile and a half radius of the auditorium 
should be reached, unless busses are be- 
ing used, in which case schools miles 
away can be included. 

The invitation is given by workers on 
the sidewalk outside the school grounds, 
preferably as the children go home to 
lunch. It is necessary to contact the 
children as they come out in crowds, as 
the group enthusiasm that brings them is 
difficult to arouse if they dribble out by 
twos and threes. If many children take 
lunches, some enthusiastic child will usu- 
ally be glad to urge them to “come out 
for a free pass,” or the school can be 
visited again in the afternoon. 

In some areas where Sunday schools 
visit weekday schools and distribute blot- 
ters or notices of meetings, workers fre- 
quently feel that they can use their pres- 
ent methods of getting the children out. 
Others without experience often believe 
such methods as giving the tickets to 
teachers or principals for distribution, 
speaking to classes or giving children 
tickets to distribute should be successful. 

If all such ideas are put aside, and the 
technique described below is followed 
fully, up to 25 per cent of the children 
can be attracted to the meetings. Thi 
has been proved by actual test. Where 
other methods have been used, results 
have proved disappointing. 

Tickets as illustrated give details of 
the meetings. Workers must be per- 
suaded, however, that tickets alone are 
valueless. In one case where the printed 
forms were relied upon entirely, nearly 
four thousand tickets brought only sev- 
enty-seven children. In another in- 
stance, where the proper technique was 
followed, 2,600 tickets were handed to 
children, with 800, or one-fifth of the 
child population of the city, appearing 
for the meetings. 

It is not the ticket that brings the 
child, it is a personal invitation. The 
ticket gives authority to the worker, gives 
the child something to show his parents, 
gives him a record of time and place, 
gives him a reminder of the meeting, but 
it does not draw him. It is an urge in 
his heart that draws him, and that urge 
must be placed there by an enthusiastic 
worker. 

Workers who give the invitations must

In addition, the workers must know all 
about the program, special features, and 
other talking points. They must talk all 
the time, trying to face each child com- 
ing by as he reaches for a ticket. Every 
child must see the worker’s appealing 
face and hear something of the wonders 
of the program, as if personally addressed 
to him. 

Enthusiastic workers at the schools en- 
joy their task, as might be gathered from 
snatches of a typical worker’s remarks 
as he is surrounded by children.

here’s your pass, come early! It’s for a

the screen. Come early and get a seat! 
It’s all free! At the Central Church... 
seven o’clock sharp. Starts right on time. 
The story is the Prodigal Son. (Yes, 
bring your mother, but come early.) All 
colored techni-stills ... for sixty min- 
utes. Free! Bring the pass to be 
punched; put your name on it! (Yes, 
Bible stories.) You'll hear the others 
talking about this meeting, so don’t you 
miss it! Bring your pass...’ And so 
the worker continues. 

This technique, properly applied, will 
bring the children out, but it can be used 
only where the program is such that there 
is really something to offer the children. 
Anything short of this is deceit, and the 
children will come once, see through it, 
get out of hand, despise the gospel, and 
go home to stay. 

The possibilities are so vast, however, 
that evangelistic agencies might well pre- 
pare the proper programs, teach workers 
the technique of bringing in the children, 
and train effective personal workers. By 
doing this, thousands upon thousands of 
children might be ushered into the king- 
dom of God.

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Fire Advances City-wide Effort 


HE great canvas tent in which Hyman 
'L-aepeenn had been preaching to sev- 

eral thousand people nightly in De- 
catur, Ill., was destroyed by fire early 
Sunday morning, August 6. The fire, 
which was discovered about 3:00 am., 
did but little damage to the equipment. 
The speakers platform with three pianos 
and a Hammond organ was saved. 

As soon as the fire was put out, a band 
of about 80 volunteer workers began to 
clear away the burned and charred debris, 
and by 1:30 that afternoon, on the very 
spot where the tent had stood, they had 
arranged a great outdoor amphitheater 
where the afternoon service was held at 
the specified hour. 

It was reported that on the eve of the 
fire, Dr. Appelman had preached to a 
crowd of more than 4,000 people in Cen- 
tral Park in the heart of the city. In 
that meeting there had been several 
minor demonstrations of opposition, with 
an attempt to break up the service by 
individuals who had to be escorted away 
by the police. Several persons had also 
tried to start arguments with the evan- 
gelist after the service. 

The interest in the campaign, which 
was sponsoied by about forty churches 
of Decatur and vicinity, had been running 
high throughout the entire three weeks, 
but after the meeting place had been de- 
stroyed, the enthusiasm rose to even 
greater heights. On Sunday afternoon, 
more than 1,000 people crowded into the 
prayer tent and open area in front of the 
speaker’s platform. Many others sat in 
cars for blocks around, listening to the 
message over loud speakers. That evening 
another record crowd turned out for the 
meeting under the stars. It is estimated 
that the attendance at this final service 
was more than 6,000. 

From the start of the campaign, there 
was a deep sense of God’s moving among 
the people. 

Chelsea Stockwell of Waveland, Ind., 
was soloist for the campaign. He also 
directed a choir of more than 300 voices, 
accompanied by three pianos, a Ham- 
mond organ, and a volunteer orchestra. 
Others featured on the program were 
Rose Arzoomanian, Stratton Shufelt, Les 
Barnett, and Bill Schultz. 

Dr. Appelman had gone to Decatur 
after concluding a campaign in San 
Francisco, where he was forced to move 
from the First Baptist Church to the 
Coliseum Bowl to accommodate the 
crowds. Paul Peterson, Youth for Christ 
director for San Francisco, in charge of 
personal workers, reported many hun- 
dreds of professions of faith. 

The pastors of the First Baptist 
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Church, the First United Presbyterian 
Church and the Radio Prayer League 
Church acted as co-chairmen. Bill Lucas, 
song leader and child evangelist, and 
Harvey Shank, bass-baritone soloist, 
handled the music. Other musical attrac- 
tions were the Scovill Sisters, the Collins 
Twins, Charles Turner, and Loren Whit- 
ney, all outstanding West Coast mu- 
sicians.

LMosT a quarter of a million people 
crowded the block-square Municipal 
Auditorium in Kansas City during 

the twenty-two days of the Greater Kan- 
sas City for Christ Crusade. Police squad 
cars were sent on one occasion to super- 
vise overflow throngs as they stood sing- 
ing hymns by the hour. Although the 
auditorium seats 12,000, people began 
gathering in mid-afternoon for the 
nightly rallies. They came to hear thirty- 
eight-year-old Merv Rosell preach Christ. 

Dr. Charles E. Fuller of Long Beach, 
Calif., originated one of his international 
Old-Fashioned Revival Hour broadcasts 
from the headquarters in the auditorium 
arena. His quartet and Rudy Atwood, 
pianist, appeared there nightly for two 
weeks. 

Governor Frank E. Carlson of Kansas 
appeared at one of the Crusade rallies 
and gave a personal testimony for Christ. 
Mrs. Billy Sunday traveled from her 
home in Winona Lake, Ind., to revisit the 
scene of one of her husband’s last great 
city-wide campaigns. 

Organist for the Crusade was Cornelius 
Keur, general manager of the Christian 
Broadcasting Association, Honolulu, Ha- 
waii. The Claus Indian Family (Mohawk 
Indians), of Niagara Falls, N.Y., appear- 
ing in native dress, sang and played. 

Revival now as the only chance for 
survival of a free United States was the 
challenge presented by both Dr. Rosell 
and Dr. Fuller. With first century Chris- 
tian fervor, Rosell said, “Two major 
ideologies are battling for supremacy 


across the earth; Communism in its hate, 
Christianity in its love and faith. Basic- 
ally, it is not a battle of guns, but a battle 
of words and ideas. We must win the 
psychological warfare and before we can, 
we must win in our hearts the spiritual 
warfare. Revivals more than battles have 
changed the course of history.” 

Preceding his meetings in Kansas City, 
Rosell had held a crusade in the key 
Pacific Coast city of Long Beach. The 
Greater Long Beach for Christ Commit- 
tee, representing 126 churches, area 
Christian Business Men’s Committees, 
Youth for Christ and other organizations, 
pitched a block-long circus tent in the 
midst of seventy-five acres of parking 
space, filled it with over 5,000 chairs and 
dedicated it, “The Canvas Cathedral.” 

Songmaster Hilding Halvarson from 
Seattle and singer Herbert Hoover, 
former music director at Bob Jones Uni- 
versity, conducted the massed choirs and 
the thrilling revival singing. Organist 
Loren Whitney, pianists Rudy Atwood, 
Doris Thompson, Johnnie Vitallo, and 
many other top musicians “sparked” the 
musical programs. 


When Billy Graham arrived in Port- 
land, Ore., for a six weeks’ campaign 
there, and saw the preparations that had 
been made, his comment was, “This is 
terrific!” His enthusiasm never dimmed. 
The auditorium, the spirit of unity among 
co-operating clergymen, the attendance 
and the hosts of converts, all constituted 
a miracle of God. 

The Crusade in Portland was under the 
direction of Dr. Frank C. Phillips and an 
executive committee composed of repre- 
sentatives from several Portland church- 
es. Nearly 300 churches were actively 
united in the Crusade. 

Sharing with Graham in the campaign 
was song leader Cliff Barrows, who di- 
rected the choir of 850 voices; soloist 
George Beverly Shea; pianist Tedd 
Smith, and organist William B. Berntsen. 
Grady Wilson directed the inquiry room 
meetings with the converts and handled 
the many radio programs opened to the 
team. 

The tabernacle type building was 
erected in record time. It seated 12,000, 
with seats for 8,000 additional persons 
just outside the open sides of the struc- 
ture. 

Three nursery tents, accommodating 
more than 300 children, were maintained 
under the direction of trained children’s 
workers, thus solving the “baby sitting” 
problem for parents. 

Special meetings during the course of 
the Crusade attracted the attention of 
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the entire area. On one Monday night 
a “men only” meeting was held, with 
11,000 men in attendance. A similar 
meeting was scheduled for the women, 
with more than 12,000 on hand to hear 
Graham discuss “The Problems of the 
American Home.” Children’s rallies, for 
children of 4-15 years, were held on two 
Saturdays, with more than 8,000 in at- 
tendance at each rally. Many hundreds 
of decisions for Christ were recorded at 
these special meetings. 

“Never in history has there been such 
an impact for the gospel in Portland,” 
was the general opinion of committeemen 
and observers alike. 


One hundred fifty United States and 
Canadian delegates, returning from the 
World Congress on Evangelism of Youth 
for Christ International, at Brussels, Bel- 
gium, July 30 to August 6, brought to 
their rallies and churches a common 
challenge: Europe must be evangelized 
now. 

The delegates heard reports from col- 
lege teams that had been conducting 
evangelistic services in Europe since June, 
and from representatives of twenty-six 
countries. Most of them joined small 
deputation groups after the congress, and 
headed for halls, churches and street cor- 
ners in a dozen different European na- 
tions. They saw firsthand the teeming 
millions of Europe who have never been 
reached with the gospel. 

Street meetings throughout the con- 
tinent, held by teams from the confer- 
ence, drew thousands of curious and con- 
cerned listeners. Halls and churches also 
drew multitudes to hear. In Brussels, 
Youth for Christ representatives held 
what many ¢all the largest gospel rally 
ever seen by that nation. It was held in 
the Sports Palace, Belgium’s leading in- 
door arena, and resulted in many pro- 
fessed conversions. Nightly meetings in 
another auditorium during the week 
reaped scores more. Gil Dodds ran and 
gave his testimony at the Sports Palace 
meeting. 

The congress voted to make January 
1, 1951, a day of prayer among all Youth 
for Christ rallies. It laid plans for send- 
ing evangelistic teams to the continent, 
and for strengthening local Youth for 
Christ rallies in the various countries. 


“The spiritual fervor of Sweden is even 
greater than that of America, and pastors 
all over feel that Sweden is on the verge 
of another great revival.” This quotation 
came from a recent letter of Charles H. 
Smith, Glendale, Calif., evangelist who 
through July and August served in 
Sweden with Youth for Christ. He was 
accompanied by the Royalaires Quartet 
of New York. 

In spite of usual summer vacations, 
churches were crowded night after night. 
Often entire audiences remained after 
the service to pray for revival. In 
Jonképing, over 60 young people prayed 
till midnight, pleading forgiveness for 
neglect in witnessing and winning souls 
for Christ. During a union meeting (com- 
posed of Baptist, Methodist and Mission 
Covenant groups) in Eskelstuna, the steel 
center of Sweden, 100 young people re- 
consecrated their lives to God’s service.

Prayer groups and personal workers’ 
training classes have been started in most 
of the towns visited. Through street 
meetings in the market places many have 
been reached who have never entered a 
church door. Newspapers have gladly 
given front-page publicity to these ef- 
forts to help bring revival to Sweden. 


So successful have been the Finland 
revival campaigns conducted by David 
Kriehbiel of Baltimore, Md., assistar.: di- 
rector of Youth for Christ there, and 
Norman Chestnut of Westfield, Tl., and 
Greenville University, that the two men 
passed up attending the World Congress 
on Evangelism at Brussels, Belgium, the 
first week in August, in order to continue 
their meetings. 

Services have been held in churches, 
auditoriums, tents, in the open air and 
in a town hall. During one week, in 


Narpes, Finland, the meetings were held 
in a dance hall, only available place large 
enough to hold the crowds. Scores of 
Finnish youth have professed faith in 
Christ as Saviour. 


An item recently received gives evidence 
that a large crowd can be gathered for 
a religious program—even on a national 
holiday. 

Elton Crowell, of Moody Bible Institute 
Extension staff, arranged for and con- 
ducted a unique and successful Inde- 
pendence Day rally in Allegan, Mich., 
July 4. The event attracted an estimated 
10,000 people. This is especially inter- 
esting when it is noted that Allegan’s 
total population numbers only 4,777. 
People from Kalamazoo, Grand Rapids, 
Holland, Portland and all parts of the 
county made up the audience.

A prayer meeting was held each day at 
the Court House at Sunbury, as well as 
in business establishments where men 
met an hour before work. During the last 
two weeks of this campaign, more than 
100 souls were led to Christ. 


Even torrential rains didn’t hinder the 
gospel from sweeping ultra-conservative 
Fort Wayne, Ind., when God blessed the 


preaching of Jack Shuler, California 
evangelist, in a recent campaign. It was 
no uncommon thing to see people sitting 
with shoes in their laps, or walking with 
them in hand as they waded the water 
that flowed about and under the tent. 

The revival meeting began in the Gos- 
pel Temple and by the end of the third 
week had outgrown that auditorium seat- 
ing 2,400 people. The committee for 
Christ for Greater Fort Wayne then de- 
cided to bring in a tent seating 5,000. 
Crowds thronged and overflowed this tent 
during the closing three weeks’ of the 
campaign, which finally culminated the 
last night when 12,000 eager listeners sat 
in the stadium grandstands, augmented 
by 5,000 chairs from the tent, and heard 
the plea for salvation. 

Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., of the Bob Jones

Shuler, pastor of one of the large Meth- 
odist churches in Los Angeles and father 
of Jack Shuler; and “Ma” Sunday, wife 
of the late Billy Sunday, together with 
the Mayor of Fort Wayne and other city 
officials, were present on the platform and 
took active part in the closing meeting. 

About forty churches co-operated in 
these meetings, along with other organ- 
izations, such as Youth for Christ, Child 
Evangelism, the Christian Business 
and Professional Women, the Gideons, 
the Christian Business Men’s Committee 
and the downtown missions. Many as- 
sisted Jack Shuler with the music, among 
them a forty piece band of the Fort 
Wayne Youth for Christ. Herbert Hoover 
was in charge of the congregational sing- 
ing and directed the thousand-voice 
choir. 


A large overflow crowd heard Charles 
E. Boren bring the closing message of an 
unusually successful campaign at Portis, 
Kan., on June 11. The meetings were 
originally scheduled to run for seventeen 
days, but were continued for an extra 
week because of the wide-spread interest. 
More than sixty confessed Christ as 
Saviour during the meetings, and many 
Christians went out for the first time in 
their lives to testify eagerly to others 
and urge them to come to Christ.

HUNDRED missionary volunteers for 
/ China! That was the appeal the 


little Scandinavian evangelist had 
made; and when the first group of young 
people responded, he opened a study class 
in a Brooklyn church for them. This 
month is being celebrated the sixtieth 
anniversary of that event, for it marked 
the beginning of a world-wide movement, 
one of the largest independent faith mis- 
sions, with four hundred workers in ten 
different fields. The name of the evan- 
gelist was Fredrik Franson, the move- 
ment, the Evangelical Alliance Mission. 
Franson had been saved as a boy on a 
Nebraska farm. Early he dedicated his 
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life to Christ for the ministry. 
In 1881 came his ordination, 
and then for a few years he was 
associated with D. L. Moody in 
Chicago. From this experience 
the young minister launched out 
into evangelistic work, using 
Moody’s objectives and many of 
his methods and, in his inimitable man- 
ner, inventing others of his own. From 
the first, unusual results accompanied 
his efforts to win souls. He was even called 
to Scandinavia for evangelistic cam- 
paigns, and later to other European coun- 
tries. 

Now, up to 1890 Franson’s chief interest 
had not been foreign missions. But in 
that year, while conducting a campaign 
in Germany, he heard Hudson Taylor’s 
fervent appeal for one thousand new 
missionaries for China. The challenge 
stirred his heart, and he dedicated him- 
self to secure at least a hundred of that 
number. Returning to America with this 
new vision, he was soon gathering volun- 
teers in short-term training courses, first 
in Brooklyn and later in other cities. The 
first class opened October 14, 1890. With- 
in a few months fifty workers had sailed 
for China. At the end of eighteen months 
ninety-seven had been sent out. 

The secret of the success of the new 
recruits was certainly not in the thor- 
oughness of their specialized missionary 
training. Franson’s course for volun- 
teers, judged by modern standards, 
would be considered decidedly abbrevi- 
ated. It took two weeks at the most. 
But these recruits did have success, and 
the secret of their success lay in the high

spiritual standard their leader estab- 
lished. 

Franson had a never-to-be-forgotten 
personality. So yielded was he to the 
Spirit, so imbued with the passion for 
winning souls, and so earnestly expectant 
of Christ’s coming. that at times he 
shocked people by his unconventionality. 
By his directness and utter devotion he 
led others to the same consecration that 
determined the course of his own life. 
He is said to have asked applicants only 
three questions: ‘“‘Are you saved?” “Have 
you led a soul to Christ?” “Are you willing 
to suffer for Christ?” The glorious vic- 
tories those early missionaries won is 
proof that they answered the questions 
satisfactorily. 

Their leader lived simply, with few 
worldly possessions or secular interests to 
distract him from the work that really 
mattered, and apparently the new mis- 
sionaries adopted his policy. One of the 
early China volunteers tells how she and 
her companion, when they sailed, shared 
the same trunk, and that not a large one. 
Franson is reported to have said, “What 
the candidates for China need is a Bible, 
a toothbrush and a blanket.” 

Many other Christian leaders did not 
share Franson’s views on the training of 
missionaries. Some months after the 
first shipload arrived in China, Hudson 
Taylor, on a tour of the States, stopped 
in the Chicago headquarters of the new 
mission. He asked Franson please not to 
send any more such ill-trained workers. 
However, several years later Dr. Taylor 
had another occasion to visit Franson’s

Brazil. The first national Child Evan- 
gelism Fellowship convention was held 
late in July, which is the cool season in 
this land south of the equator. Sessions 
were held at the Pedra Bible Institute, 
south of Rio de Janeiro. Representatives 
of eight different denominations and six 
nationalities were present. Word from 
the heads of the Child Evangelism work 
and of the Bible Institute tell of bless- 
ings “far beyond that which we asked or 
thought.” 

Good news has also come concerning 
the Bible situation in Brazil. For some 
time the Brazilian government has re- 
stricted the importation of foreign books 
in the interest of maintaining her dollar 
balance. This restriction was applied to 
Bibles as well as to all other books. The 
result was that the available supply of 
Bibles soon dwindled to an alarming de- 
gree. Finally the Bible Society had less 
than a hundred copies to supply the 
whole country of about 45 millions, more 
than a million of whom are Protestants. 
But at this point the government at last 
decided that the Bible ought not to be on 
the restricted list. It released those 
which were being held in customs and 
began to issue permits for the importa- 
tion of others. Missionaries are rejoicing, 
as well as the national workers, for they 
need this sword of the Spirit in their 
work. 


Japan. A recent report on the Chris- 
tian literature situation in Japan says 
that “since the war, 590 Christian books, 
96 periodicals and 142 pamphlets have 
been produced.” However, one might well 
wonder just how many of these could be 
called soundly evangelical. Part of the 
answer may be found in the report of the 
missionaries specially designated to this 
literature work by the Far Eastern Gos- 
pel Crusade. On arrival on the field they 
started a survey to see what Christian 
books were already available to the peo- 
ple. They used catalogs, checked book- 
stores, and wrote to missionaries and 
pastors. By the end of the year they had 
found only fifty-seven usable books which 
they could recommend. Even these books 
were not too widely circulated, so cata- 
logs in Japanese and English have been 
prepared and sent out with an offer to 
provide any of them to pastors and mis- 
sionaries on a mail order basis. Other 
books are also being prepared for publi- 
cation, bearing in mind that the Japa- 
nese have one of the highest literacy 
rates in the world. The work is being 
carried on under the name of a Japanese 
organization, the New Testament Book 
Company, with the missionaries as ad- 
visers. 

Israel. A missionary of the American- 
European Bethel Mission has sent good 
news to his society. He reports that the 
government of Israel is so sympathetic 
toward the needs of children in general, 
including those of Hebrew Christian par- 
ents, that it is willing to give the mission 
an appropriate site for the establishment 
of an orphanage. The only stipulation is 
that work should start on the building at 
the earliest possible time.

1793. However, it was not until he settled 
at Serampore, near Calcutta, several 
years later that his most important work 
got under way. This year Serampore 
celebrated the 150th anniversary of his 
arrival there with appropriate ceremo- 
nies. Strand Road, which passes in front 
of Serampore College, founded by Carey, 
was renamed William Carey Road. 


Philippines. The Far East Broadcast- 
ing Company has announced the com- 
pletion of its 308-foot radio tower, which 
will vastly expand its ministry. Follow- 
ing the lead of HCJB, in Ecuador, this 
“Voice of the Orient” has added to its 
schedule a “Bible School of the Air,” 
which offers a free correspondence Bible 
course to all who write in. The course is 
a simple one in Bible study, designed par- 
ticularly for unbelievers, and is being 
taught by Cyril Brooks. Within the first 
three weeks there were 188 who enrolled. 


New Guinea. The American Lutheran 
Mission has decided to start a new mis- 
sion air service in New Guinea. The de- 
cision was made after a careful survey 
of the needs had been made by the Aus- 
tralian Missionary Aviation Fellowship. 
Transportation has always been a major 
problem in this huge island, with its tre- 
mendous mountain ranges and dense 
jungles; so it is not surprising that the 
survey revealed that a mission plane 
would effect considerable saving in time, 
manpower and funds, as well as give 
greater efficiency in the work. The mis- 
sion will provide the plane, but the pilot 
and mechanic will be provided by the 
Australian M.A.F. from among its skilled 
membership. Services of the plane will 
be available also to other missions, as was 
the St. Pau?, the Lutheran plane in China 
which served the missionary cause so 
efficiently there. 


Iran. Good news of Christian progress 
is reported from this land, the ancient 
land of Persia. The going has always 
been hard here, as in all Mohammedan 
lands. Yet there have been a number of 
Mohammedan converts, and in recent 
days there have been a number of volun- 
teer evangelists who have done a good 
work among their own people. Some of 
them have received special training for 
their work in summer schools on the 
field. But fully qualified and trained na- 
tional workers have been scarce. Recently, 
however, the Iranian church had cause 
to rejoice in the ordination of two minis- 
ters who were converts from Islam. One 
had received his training in England and 
the other in the United States, but both 
were ordained in their own country in 
which they expect to serve. 


Burma. Since word has been spread 
that the Burmese government has pro- 
hibited the entrance of evangelistic mis- 
sionaries into that country, it may be 
well to explain the official policy as it has 
been reliably reported to us. 

In that excess of national spirit which 
is to be found in so many places today, 
the government has decided that “no 
foreigner may come to Burma for busi- 
ness, or education, or religious work if 
his particular task can be carried on ade- 
quately by a Burmese national.” This 


policy is so vague that, if they wish to do 
so, they can use it to exclude almost any- 
one from the land. Everything depends 
on the interpretation of the policy by the 
officials involved in any particular case. 

It appears to have been used already 
to keep some persons out, but under it 
others have been admitted, including 
missionaries. The missions will doubt- 
less continue to send out their mission- 
aries, evangelistic and other, but they can 
have no assurance that they will be ad- 
mitted until they are actually in the land.

edge of sin” (Rom. 3:20), and second, to 
point the convicted sinner to “the Lamb 
of God that taketh away the sin of the 
world” (John 1:29). 

In general, two great over-all facts 
should be kept in mind concerning per- 
sons under the influence of false teach- 
ing. First, since the adversary of men’s 
souls deliberately attempts to blind their 
minds (II Cor. 4:4), each false system 
tries to set aside altogether the efficacious, 
cleansing power of the blood of Christ. 
One way in which this is done is by deny- 
ing man’s inherently sinful nature in 
contradiction to such passages as Romans 
3:19, 22, 23; 5:12; Ephesians 2:2, 3; I John 
1:10. Another way is by introducing 
various “works of righteousness” which 
the system of teaching asserts are neces- 
sary for forgiveness of sins, contrary to 
the teaching of such passages as Romans 
3:28; Ephesians 2:8, 9; Titus 3:5; He- 
brews 10:10-14. 

A second fact the personal worker 
should keep in mind is that the great 
underlying purpose of most cults is to 
provide a formula for successful, self- 
satisfied living in this life—generally in 
the indulgence of the flesh—with little 
thought and no provision for the life to 
come. Adherents of such teachings are 
in pitiful ignorance of Hebrews 9:27: “It 
is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment.” 

The aim of the personal worker, there- 
fore, must always be to awaken persons 
in the grip of false beliefs from the 
blindness imposed upon their minds by 
Satan himself. Our surest weapon in all 
such cases is the living, active Word of 
God. Mere reasoning, or persuasive ar- 
gument, or bitter scorn, or even derision 
—none of these will ever accomplish what 
only the truth of Scripture can perform. 
Be sure you know what your Bible says. 
It will meet and refute every false state- 
ment of every false cult. 

Nearly as important as knowledge of 
the Word is a true heart of compassion 
for the lost. “And above all these things 
put on love, which is the bond of per- 
fectness” (Col. 3:14). God has com- 
mended “his own love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us” (Rom. 5:8). Let us then, in the 
light of that totally undeserved commen- 
dation, manifest His love in all our deal- 
ing with those still outside of Christ.

gather there may sit and discuss prob- 
lems for a time, or some may ask for spe- 
cial prayer. Then again someone may be 
on his knees or prone upon the floor, 
praying aloud when the others arrive. If 
so, the newcomers join him silently. Only 
one prays aloud at a time, except occa- 
sionally when the power of the Holy 
Spirit becomes so great that several cry 
out to God, some for mercy and others in 
joyous praise because of answered prayer 
concerning the spiritual birth of a soul. 

Another amazing feature is its drawing 
power. During last July, 519 entered for 
prayer, according to the record. No fewer 
than six have prayed in any one day 
since it began, and one day as many as 
fifty-six men passed through its doors. 

Many of the men begin the day in the 
prayer room at 6:30 or 7:30 in the morn- 
ing, before they go to work. Others seek 
its quiet late at night or in the hours 
between midnight and morning. Weekly 
prayer times are held on Saturday nights, 
but men gather by twos and threes or 
tens and twenties when special needs 
arise. 

In this prayer room in less than three 
years eleven men have acknowledged 
God’s call to the ministry. Eight have 
already been ordained and three have 
been licensed to preach the gospel. 

The first to surrender his life is a won- 
derful example of the power of the gospel 
and of prayer. This young man, from a 
family of seven sons and two daughters, 
had long ago been regarded as hopeless 
by friends and family. Of him, his own 
mother said, “His conversion and change 
was nothing short of a miracle.: He had 
done everything that was sinful short of 
murder, and was mean to the point of 
abusing his wife. His change about was 
so remarkable that at first people thought 
him crazy.” 

Shortly after his conversion, this man 
dedicated himself to the service of Christ 
in the ministry, and is now being blessed 
as a pastor in his native state. When he 
surrendered his life, he went first to his 
mother, who had poured out both tears 
and prayers for him unceasingly. 

“Now, Mother, you have your wish,” he 
said. “So many times you have said that 
out of seven sons, surely one should be a 
preacher. Here he is. And somehow, 
Mother, I believe that all your sons will 
be preachers.” 

Two of the men since ordained are his 
brothers, converted in the prayer room. 
They are now preparing for Christian 
service, and the younger of the two, not 
yet nineteen, is being wonderfully used 
in a pastorate. Mr. Storie believes that 
he will be an outstanding witness for the 
Lord if he continues his humble prayer 
life. 

During the time the prayer room has 
been in existence, it has become a clear- 
ing ground for troubled Christians. Many 
come with problems, and go away with 
them settled. Some come with doubts as 
to their conversion, and go away with 
full assurance of salvation. Prayer re- 
quests have come from as far as England 
and China. 


The impact of the prayer room has also 
been felt within the Southern Baptist 
Convention, both in Mississippi and be- 
yond. Pastors from neighboring towns 
and cities have come to the Saturday eve- 
ning prayer meetings, bringing several 
men from their churches that they might 
possibly establish similar prayer fellow- 
ships. 

On one occasion, when a crisis seemed 
impending, Mr. Storie was asked if he 
and the church’s praying men would 
come to Jackson for an all-night prayer 
meeting on the opening night of the state 
convention. The pastor and twenty vol- 
unteers accepted the invitation, and while 
the executive board was struggling with 
grave differences of opinion, these men, 
occasionally joined by a few others, 
poured out their hearts to God for the 
convention. 

As a result, bitter debates and grave 
misunderstandings in the next room sim- 
mered down to nothing and died. Men 
who arose in anger with hot words, sud- 
denly lost their fire and with lame apolo- 
gies sat down in silence. The conference 
which was to have lasted an hour, went 
on and on until one-thirty in the morn- 
ing, while the praying men from Ocean 
Springs, led by Pastor Storie, prayed with 
ever-increasing courage and zeal until 
differences were settled and the crisis past. 


Wi HAS OCEAN SPRINGS, Of 
all the towns and cities throughout the 
land, been favored with a place of power? 
Perhaps the answer lies in the personal 
experience of Pastor Storie which led 
him first of all to a new awareness of 
the power of prayer. Graciously he drew 
aside the curtain of a part of his life to 
permit me to catch a vision of what it 
had cost him to reach the place where he 
could lead others in and through the 
prayer room with power and victory. 

Shortly before coming to Ocean 
Springs, he had been all but crushed by 
a personal attack which threatened his 
reputation as a Christian minister. The 
more he tried to clear up the trouble in a 
scriptural way, the more difficult the sit- 
uation became. So great was the strain 
that he became physically ill. 

“I didn’t just go down in the cellar,” 
he says, “I went in the subcellar. Finally 
I went into my place of prayer, and there, 
flat on my face for six long, agonizing 
hours, I prayed before the victory came. 
I arose, fully assured, and on the follow- 
ing Sunday the whole matter was settled 
at the morning service. The Holy Spirit 
was poured out upon us in marvelous 
power, and a gracious revival followed.’ 

By such means, God prepared His serv- 
ant not only for greater prayer ministry 
himself, but for the privilege of leading 
scores of others into that place of power 
where men are brought to Christ and lives 
are transformed for His glory. Today, as 
a result, the prayer room in Ocean 
Springs stands as a monument to God’s 
faithfulness, and a testimony across the 
nation to the power of prayer. 
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s the United States digs in militarily

ing in Korea and the threat of 
worse, evangelical Christians are also 
shouldering wartime responsibilities. 


Chaplains’ Call 

Both the American Council of Chris- 
tian Churches and the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals are aiding in the 
effort to channel Bible-believing pastors 
into the chaplaincy. All three services 
are recalling reserve chaplains in the 
company grade—first lieutenants and 
captains—the army and navy voluntarily, 
the air force involuntarily. In addition, 
the three services together will accept up 
to 600 new chaplains. 

New chaplains must have college and 
seminary training and be actively en- 
gaged in the ministry. They must be 
under thirty-three years of age and able 
to pass the standard physical examina- 
tion. Reserve chaplains are also subject 
to physical examinations and should pass 
these tests before severing civilian ties. 


Deferred for Service 

Encouraging news for those concerned 
with the urgency of training ministers 
and pastors is the word that such prepa- 
ration is not now being interrupted by 
draft calls. According to NAE sources in 
Washington, students preparing for full- 
time Christian work in Bible institutes 
and seminaries are receiving exemptions 
by draft boards. A letter from such a 
school certifying a student is a bonafide 
theological student is all that is neces- 
sary. Pre-theological students who can 
get a letter from a seminary saying that 
he has been accepted for study upon 
completion of his college preparatory 
work will receive the same consideration. 


Traveling Testaments 

Meanwhile one-half million service 
Testaments are being prepared by the 
American Bible Society in anticipation of 
calls from chaplains for distribution to 
the armed forces. The books are shaped 
to fit comfortably in the pocket of a 
blouse or jacket and will be available in 
two colors, brown and blue. 

Scripture portions in Korean for dis- 
tribution to the Korean army, navy and 
air force have also been published by the 
American Bible Society. Printed at the 
request of the Korean Bible Society, the 
portions contain the four Gospels and 
the Book of Acts. Plans call for sending 
100,000 copies of the Sermon on the 
Mount in Korean and English to the war- 
torn country as soon as shipping arrange- 
ments can be made. 

American publication of the Scriptures 
in Korean began in 1945 because of lack 
of printing facilities and paper in Korea. 
Since that time, 250,000 Testaments and 
125,000 each of the Gospels of Luke and 
John have been shipped by the Bible 
Society. 


Preaching by Projection 

Another method of bringing the gospel 
message to more people—the projection 
of Scripture texts in railroad stations 
and other public places—is under con- 
sideration by Best Seller Publicity, a 
group engaged in displaying Bible verses 
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No Nickels Needed 


By saying “I’m going to church” 
or “I’ve been to church,” residents 
of Jacksonville, Fla., ride on city 
busses free of charge on Sundays, 
from 8:00 am. to 1:00 p.m. The 
experiment designed “to make 
Jacksonville a better place in which 
to live” is to last fifteen Sundays. 

Although most churches reported 
good attendance the first time the 
experiment was tried, they were not 
sure the free bus rides were respon- 
sible. Supervisors of the bus com- 
pany, however, reported a 75 per 
cent increase.

Although follow- 
ing the general pat- 
tern of Dr. Fuller’s 
popular network 
broadcast, the “Old 
Fashioned Revival Hour,” “Old Fash- 
ioned Meeting” will emphasize stories of 
the Bible rather than the revival type of 
sermon. Featuring Dr. and Mrs. Fuller, 
the choir and the quartet, the program is 
expected to appeal to those who re- 
member the old country church with its 
quaint organ and hard wooden benches.

Echoes from Cleveland 


In the meantime, echoes are still being aad 


heard from the Baptist World Congress 
which attracted more than 20,000 reg- 
istered messengers to Cleveland, Ohio, in 
late July. 

With many inspiring sessions marked 
by faithful Bible preaching, the eighth 
world-wide congress was hailed as being 
outstanding in many ways. Conservative 
delegates, however, express regret at some 
evidences of liberal belief and particular- 
ly at the way liberals were permitted to 
control press reports released to the 
nation at large. 

Assertion by Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg of 
Syracuse, N.Y., that such expressions as 
“the precious name of Jesus,” “coming 
under the blood,” and “saved by grace” 
no longer make sense to the modern mind 
has aroused protest coast-to-coast from 
Baptists and others. 

Among defenders of biblical language 
are Evangelist Billy Graham, Radio 


Pastor Dale Crowley of Washington, 
D.C., and liberal Bishop Bromley G. 
Oxnam. 


At the same time, the Baptist World 
Alliance’s executive committee has gone 
on record as disclaiming any connection 
with the pageant at the closing session. 
In one scene of the pageant, denomina- 
tions were grouped with war, greed and 
indifference to be banished in favor of 
ecumenicity. 

Representatives from every state in the 
union and from 52 visiting nations elected 
Dr. F. Townley Lord of London, England, 
as president to succeed Dr. C. Oscar 
Johnson of St. Louis, Mo. Dr. Lord was 
elected for a five-year term to include 
the responsibility of presiding over the 
golden anniversary meeting in London in 
1955. 


Abounding Sect 


Reports of another world-wide meeting, 
this one in New York City, present a 
contrasting picture. There the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, a major religious sect founded 
on doctrinal error in 1874, overflowed 
Yankee Stadium and overran a 90-acre 
tent and trailer camp in nearby New 
Jersey. Some 77,000 from 48 states and 
68 foreign countries were said to be in 
attendance. Members of the sect, which 
deny the reality of eternal punishment 
and the deity of Christ, baptized 3,381 
converts in a rented swimming pool, and 
released their own translation of the New 
Testament before dispersing to their 
homes. : 


One Big Family 

Those who place great faith in co- 
operative action are awaiting the birth 
of a new super-combine of Protestant 
organizations to take place November 28- 
30 at Cleveland, Ohio. There eight na- 
tional interdenominational agencies, in- 
cluding the Federal Council of Churches

the Home Missions Council of North 
America*, will submerge their separate 
identities in a constituting convention 
only to reappear collectively as the Na- 
tional Council of the Churches of Christ 
in the U.S.A. 

Twenty-three Protestant and four 
Eastern Orthodox church bodies, with a 
combined membership of more than 26 
million, are now listed as among those to 
make up the National Council. Two 
other communions with nearly 4,000 
members are considering joining them- 
selves to the group. 


Under Fire 


The Methodist Federation for Social 
Action is again under fire, this time by 
eight Methodist bishops from the church’s 
southeastern jurisdiction, reaching from 
West Virginia to Florida. Referring to 
resolutions passed by the Federation at 
Xenia, Ohio, last July, the bishops charge 
the Federation with misusing “the name 
of a great church” in defiance of “our 
traditions and deep convictions.” They 
also pointed out that the church’s Coun- 
cil of Bishops has disowned the Federa- 
tion as an Official organization authorized 
to speak for the church. 


New in Colleges 


A new Christian college and two new 
college presidents highlight news develop- 
ments in Christian education. The newly 
organized school is Highland College 
operating in Pasadena, Calif., under the 
auspices of the Bible Presbyterian 
Church. 

Its opening curriculum offers work for

freshmen and sophomores only. Plans, 
however, call for addition of instruction 
for juniors and seniors in September, 
1951 and 1952. Dr. J. Oliver Buswell, Jr., 
president of Shelton College, New York— 
formerly National Bible Institute—is 
president in absentia of the new college. 

Dr. W. R. Skillen is the new president 
of Rockmont College in Denver, Colo. 
He succeeds Dr. Sam Bradford, who has 
been president since Rockmont’s founding 
in 1945. 

Dr. Skillen has been with the college 
for several years as dean and more re- 
cently as executive vice-president. He is 
secretary of the Commission of Educa- 
tion in the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals, and secretary of the North 
American Association of Bible Institutes 
and Bible Colleges. Dr. Bradford will 
continue in close association with the 
school as president emeritus. 

Another new president of a Christian 
college is Dr. Hyman J. Appelman, who 
was installed as head of the San Fran- 
cisco Baptist College in July at the Coli- 
seum Bowl. The installation ceremony 
took place during one of the services of 
the city-wide campaign which Dr. Appel- 
man was conducting at the time. 

The new president will carry on his 
nation-wide work of evangelism in addi- 
tion to his college duties. Dr. Lewis 
Julianell, pastor of San Francisco’s First 
Baptist Church, who has been serving as 
president, will serve as vice-president of 
the college.

into my bosom; and in the sudden firing 
up of my passionate thought, it seems 
as though the whole fabric of my Chris- 
tian character, together with the smile 
of God, goes down in the result; and I 
want a better experience.” 

Perhaps your trouble is that of spiritual 
pride, which is always getting the upper 
hand of you. Possibly you are failing to 
give Christ the pre-eminence. You are 
conscious always of yourself; you find 
yourself wondering always what the audi- 
ence thinks of you, and your sermon and 
your delivery, rather than how your mes- 
sage makes them think of Christ. Possi- 
bly you have been a bit jealous of an- 
other’s success; you have not praised him 
in the presence of others as you would 
have done if that were not true. 


Christ Masters Sin 


A one-time degenerate, but now regen- 
erate, was trying to tell of those days 
when he existed in the lust of the flesh 
and he said, “Lust! Why you do not 
know what lust is. In one minute lust, 
working on my diseased imagination, 
turned the whole world of virtue into a 
hell and turned me into a demon.” 

“But you have mastered those passions, 
now that you are a Christian, have you 
not?” asked a friend. 

“No, I have not mastered them, but 
Christ has mastered them for me; ‘I live, 
nevertheless not I, but Christ liveth in 
me.’” 

Blessed be God, something like that is 
possible for every one of us. 

You say you have tried and failed; you 
say you cannot get the mastery. Well, I 
know of another man like that, and a 
regenerate man, too, I am quite sure. Do 
you not remember how Paul says in the 
seventh chapter of Romans, “For to will 
is present with me, but to perform that 
which is good I know not.” He says, “So 
far as my will is concerned, I am all 
right; I am willing to do God’s will—I 
will what is good and pure and strong, 
but I have not the power; how to perform 
I know not.” 

Some people have been much perplexed 
about this seventh chapter of Romans, 
but I have always felt it would be 
strangely out of place if it referred to the 
unregenerate man. I thank God for it, 
because I want to know something more 
than just about the pardon and justifi- 
cation of an unregenerate man; I want 
to know what Paul has to say about a 
regenerate man and the trouble he some- 
times has with the old carnal and self- 
seeking nature. 

Here is a Christian man losing his tem- 
per repeatedly and going as repeatedly to 
his room and praying and weeping and 
crying to God for deliverance, which for 
some reason has never come. The will 
to do right is there, but the power to do 
it is lacking. In the face of such a pre- 
dicament do not the words, “Work out 
your own salvation,” seem to mock at my 
infirmity, because that is the one thing 
that I cannot do? Yes, but look at the 
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eth in you both to will and to do of his 
good pleasure.” 


Working Out What God Works In 


We are to work out, as someone has 
said, what God works in. What a weight 
of staggering thought! Nothing is too 
hard for God. He is a great worker. He 
keeps the sun shining and all the stars 
going about. He arrays the lilies in their 
beauty and hushes the storm into obedi- 
ence. But the marvel of it all is that He 
stoops to work within the narrow limits 
of my poor soul. And if there is any 
darkness there, He by His mighty power 
can illumine it; if there is defeat there, 
He can turn it into victory. 

It will be worth someone’s time today 
if he comes to understand that the man 
who is simply regenerated is a weak man 
as long as he tries in virtue of his regen- 
eration to do the will of God. There are 
such men who have fought for years, 
many years, against temper and self-will 
and unholy thoughts and never con- 
quered them, and admitted it with hu- 
miliation and grief. They have had the 
will, but have not been able to do. 

But when God undertakes for us, He 
works in us not only to will but to do; 
and if God’s power can work in me like 
that, then certainly a pure and holy life 
lies before me, and it is not only my 
duty, but, blessed be His name, my privi- 
lege to walk in it. 

I wonder, if just now some of us would 
yield our whole lives entirely up to the 
Spirit of God and let Him take the place 
that we with our own poor strength have 
been trying to take, if there would not 
come such a mighty change in us that we 
would marvel at our former selves. 

Remember, God is always definite. He 
never allows you to be confused about the 
issue. It is some one thing more than 
any other that stands between you and 
His glory, and that thing, that one sin, 
that one weakness—real as yourself— 
wherever you are, on your knees in prayer, 
at the communion table, when you open 
your Bible, always comes up; and on that 
thing God puts His finger and says, “My 
child, I am here to work in you concern- 
ing this thing both to will and to do of 
My good pleasure.” 

What some of us need is the forming 
of a partnership on a new basis. No use 
trying to work out unless He works in. 
Will you say today, “Mighty God, under- 
take my case”? Say, “Work in me now 
and from now on, with Thy wonder- 
working power, and let this unsatisfac- 
tory experience of mine be changed, and 
let that one thing which has marred and 
disfigured my life be forever a thing of 
the past.”

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THE PURITANS, SAINTS 

In his work The Founding of New 
England, J. T. Adams seems to show 
considerable resentment because the 
Puritans called themselves saints, which 
he considers very presumptuous. Can 
you tell me the true meaning of the 
word “saints” as used in both Old and 
New Testaments?—/J.W.T., New York. 


There are two main words, one in 
Hebrew in the Old Testament, Kadosh or 
Kaddish, and one in Greek in the New 
Testament, Hagios, which are translated 
“saint.” These words carry the meaning 
of consecration and divine claim and 
ownership. In this sense any genuine 
believer is a saint, as one set apart to 
eternal life and fellowship with God 
through faith in Christ, and as living 
unto and serving Him. This is the way 
in which the term is generally used both 
in the Old and New Testaments. If that 
is what the Puritans meant by “saint,” 
they were not presumptuous. It refers to 
the whole company of God’s people. This 
is true particularly of the word Hagios in 
the New Testament. 

Another Hebrew word, Hasid, translated 
“saint” in the same sense as Kaddish, also 
has the general meaning of righteousness 
and goodness or “saintliness” as a prac- 
tice. No doubt there were such among 
the Puritans, as there have been in all 
ages of those who lived godly lives in 
“this present evil world.” To be a saint 
in calling ought, of course, to lead to 
saintliness in character. Much depends 
on how the Puritans understood the word 
“saint.” The author in question may not 
be aware of this. 

The Bible says nothing whatever of 
saints created by any church, or men 
elevated to sainthood by any church after 
they are dead.

THE ANGELS IN CREATION 
What is the meaning of the words 
“us” and “our” in Genesis 1:26: “And 
God said, Let us make man in our 
image, after our likeness”? Does it not 
refer to the angels?—A.P., Hale, Mich. 


There is no suggestion whatever of 
angels in this verse of Scripture. Angels 
appear nowhere in the context and to 
bring them in here in such a way would 
be purely arbitrary. 

While God is represented in the Scrip- 
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ture as addressing the angels (I Kings 
22:19-22; Isa. 6:8, etc.), it is never stated 
anywhere that He takes counsel with 
them. On the contrary, it is denied in 
Isaiah 40:13 that God takes counsel with 
any others than Himself. 

Further it is stated in Genesis 1:27 
that God created man in His image. If 
the “our image” of verse 26 included that 
of angels, then man would have been 
created in some strange mixture of the 
divine and angelic, or it could imply an 
equality of the divine and angelic na- 
tures, which is certainly untrue, since the 
angels are everywhere spoken of as cre- 
ated beings, made to serve God. 

But in view of the fact of the Trinity 
and the many indications of this in the 
Old Testament as well as the New, we 
are justified in understanding the plurals 
used in this verse as expressing in germ 
this doctrine of the plurality of Persons 
in the divine unity. ; 

So within the plurality of the Godhead 
a divine counsel is held when it comes to 
the crowning work of God’s creation. It 
also suggests the creation of man as a 
special and separate event, distinguishing 
and separating him completely from all 
the lower or other forms of creation, ani- 
mate as well as inanimate.

THE GOSPEL AND ITS FRUIT 

Do not the words of Luke 9:5, that 
the apostles were not to stay wherever 
they were not received, indicate that we 
should not continue to preach in diffi- 
eult fields, such as the Moslem lands 
where there is so little result?—WN.S., 
Kentucky. 


The words of the Lord to the apostles 
refer to a different sort of mission from 
that of the preaching of the gospel in 
mission fields or any other fields today. 
It was limited to the Jews, and appeared 
to consist of the simple announcement 
that the kingdom of heaven was at hand. 
It was accompanied, as an attestation of 
their authority, by miraculous powers of 
healing and exorcising of demons. They 
were in a sense more than preachers; 
they were ambassadors of the King whose 
kingdom they were sent to announce. 

For two thousand years the Jews had 
been gradually and constantly prepared 
for this message of the King and His 
kingdom. But their leaders were the 
proud and hardened Pharisees and world- 


ly Sadducees, whose fathers had “killed 
the prophets.” They had _ repeatedly 
backslidden and refused to hear God’s 
voice. This was their last opportunity to 
receive the King and His kingdom. As 
the representatives of a King, it was only 
appropriate that the apostles shake off 
the dust of their feet from those who 
rejected Him. There was nothing left for 
them but judgment, fearfully realized in 
the destruction of city and temple and 
dispersion to the utmost parts of the 
earth, and to be relieved only in their 
future acceptance of Him as a people 
(Luke 10:11-16). 

But to such people as the Moslems or 
Mongols and others from whom there has 
been such little response (and even to the 
Gentiles or nations in general) the mis- 
sion is the preaching of the gospel, and 
that for the first time. The circumstances 
are altogether different. Behind the chil- 
dren of Israel as a nation in those days 
were two thousand years of privilege in 
wonderful manifestations of God and the 
revelation of His Holy Word. Where 
would the great missionary enterprise in 
China be, humanly speaking, if, for 
instance, Morrison had shaken from his 
feet the dust of China nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty years ago, when he waited 
seven years for his first convert?

PLACE OF THE LOST 

(1) Is the place to which the lost 
are sent after judgment ever called 
“hell” in the Bible? 

(2) Teo whom does the word “fel- 
lows” refer in Hebrews 1:9? 

(3) If a third part of the angels 
were cast out of heaven, a pre-Adamic 
race destroyed and antediluvians 
drowned, why does God persist in creat- 
ing responsible moral beings?—A.F.R., 
Norwood, N.C. 

(1) The word “hell” in the Bible is for 
the most part a translation of the Hebrew 
word Sheol and the Greek word Hades. 
It is also the translation of the word 
Gehenna (Matt. 5:22, 29; 10:28; 18:9; 
23:15, 33, etc.), a place outside Jerusalem, 
where the city’s offal was collected and 
burned. Its perpetual state of smolder- 
ing and flame made it the symbol of the 
abiding wrath of God upon the ungodly, 
a synonym for hell. 

Hell is also the translation of the Greek 
word Tartarus found in II Peter 2:4, the 
place of the fallen angels who are re- 
served, we learn from Jude 6, to ever- 
lasting judgment. It is evidently the place 
of “everlasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels,” in which all who reject 
the Lord Jesus Christ will have their part 
(Matt. 25:41). 

(2) The word “fellows” in Hebrews 
1:9 (“Therefore God, even thy God, hath 
anointed thee with the oil of gladness 
above thy fellows”) probably refers to 
earthly kings. This is supported by the 
words of Psalm 89:27, “Also I will make 
him my firstborn, higher than the kings 
of the earth.” 

(3) There is no record or suggestion 
that God has ever created any more 
“responsible, moral beings” after the 
creation of Adam and Eve. One might as 
well ask, “Why did God create responsible, 
moral beings at all,” since, as the One 
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who knows all things, He must have 
known the outcome of it all. This lies in 
the realm of those mysteries which at 
best we can only partially attempt to 
answer. It is involved in the whole prob- 
lem of evil. 

God created free, moral agents who 
could choose Him or refuse Him. To 
choose Him is good; to refuse Him, evil. 
There can be love only where there is 
liberty to choose. There can be no choice 
without a test. If angels or men had been 
created without the possibility of sin- 
ning, they could not have been free be- 
ings, nor could they have exercised choice. 
They could not have loved in any real 
sense of the word, and it is doubtful if 
there could have been any essential dis- 
tinction between evil and good, or even 
if we could at all speak of evil or good. 

But we know now because men are 
sinners that, through God’s love and 
mercy in the Lord Jesus Christ who bore 
the guilt and penalty of our sins, “where 
sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound” (Rom. 5:20). Such a God we can 
and must fully trust for the best. Some- 
times we can answer only in the light of 
Romans 9:14-23, especially verses 19, 20, 
and Romans 11:33-36. God is omnipotent 
but not capricious. If He is sovereign 
power and wisdom, He is also sovereign 
grace.

THE THIEF ON THE CROSS 

What is the meaning of the words of 
Luke 23:43: “Today shalt thou be with 
me in paradise”? Does it mean that the 
thief was to be with Christ that very day, 
or does the body sleep and the soul, too, 
until the resurrection day? There are 
some who think that the word “today” 
was used in the sense of “Today or now, 
I say to you, that at some time in the 
future you will be with me in paradise,” 
and that the soul sleeps till the resurrec- 
tion day.—A.T.G., Michigan. 

Such an interpretation of the word 
“today” is certainly forced and unnatural. 
There are those who distort it to make 
it support the false doctrine of so-called 
“soul sleep.” Luke’s statement is so plain 
that one is at a loss to understand how 
it can possibly be taken other than at its 
face value. It means simply that the 
penitent robber (or, as some think, a 
revolutionist) upon the cross was that 
very day in paradise with the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

This means immediate and conscious 
fellowship with Christ after His death in 
the very bliss of heaven itself. It may be 
that the dying thief was thinking of a 
physical or literal kingdom in his request 
of the Lord in Luke 23:42, especially if 
he were a revolutionist seeking Israel’s 
independence as a kingdom, but the 
kingdom of Christ is also a spiritual and 
personal realm as well as the universal 
earthly one yet to be. 

The word “paradise” was used for the 
walled garden of an ancient palace, and 
frequently referred to the park or pleas- 
ure grounds of oriental kings. In this 
case, it represents the bliss of heaven. 
The word used in Luke occurs also in 
II Corinthians 12:4 and Revelation 2:7, 
where the reference is plainly to heaven. 
In II Corinthians 12:4 Paul speaks of 


himself as caught up to this paradise or 
heaven as a present, conscious experience. 
There is no room for the “soul-sleep” 
theory in that. 

The Lord Jesus, in His last moments 
of physical life on the cross, commended 
His spirit into the Father’s hands (Luke 
23:46), and was immediately in some 
sense in the presence of the Father. 
Even so, the penitent malefactor was 
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there also. As a matter of fact, the word 
“today” emphasizes the present in con- 
trast with the malefactor’s petition “when 
thou comest into thy kingdom.” Not 
some far-off event, some future kingdom, 
with an alleged “soul-sleep” in between, 
but “today,” in the only sense it could 
possibly have, that very day.

THE “STICKS” OF JUDAH AND 
EPHRAIM 


Will you please explain Psalm 85:11: 
“Truth shall spring out of the earth; 
and righteousness shall look down from 
heaven.” What is the meaning of the 
“stick of Judah” and the “stick of 
Joseph” in Ezekiel 37:19?—Mrs. R.P., 
Madison, Wis. 


(1) This is a prophetic and Messianic 
psalm. Beginning with a note of praise 
for the return of the captivity from Baby- 
lon, and continuing with a lament over 
the present desolation as compared with 
the former glory, it concludes with a note 
of hope based on the divine promise of 
the future blessing and glory of the mil- 
lennial or Messianic kingdom. 


The qualities of truth and righteousness 
in verse 11 and the righteousness and 
peace in verse 10 are the characteristics 
of a restored and converted people, of na- 
tional and universal happiness and pros- 
perity. 

But these sprang up first in their har- 
monious perfection in the Holy One of 
Israel, the Messiah, who as “man” was 
the truth that sprang up from the earth, 
and in whom, as God, righteousness 
looked down from heaven. Such a 
thought is expressed in Isaiah 4:2, where 
Messiah as Jehovah, the Branch, in 
beauty and glory, is heavenly and divine, 
and as the fruit of the earth, “excellent 
and comely.” The “grace and truth” of 
Psalm 85:10 are that “grace and truth” 
which came by Jesus Christ (John 1:17), 
and the righteousness and peace which 
have “kissed each other” are also ful- 
filled in Him who is a high priest after 
the order of Melchizedek, who is King 
of righteousness, and also King of peace 
(Heb. 6:20-7:2). 

(2) The word “stick” in the expressions 
“stick of Judah” and “stick of Joseph” 
in Ezekiel 37:19 is a figurative term for 
tribe, Joseph in Ephraim standing for 
the ten tribes of Israel, the kingdom to 
the north, and Judah representing the 
kingdom of the two tribes to the south. 
The sense would have been the same 
without the word “stick.” The word 
translated “stick’ here is also the word 
for tree. It is simply the unit and sym- 
bol of authority in government, first as 
independent tribes and then later as a 
kingdom. : 

These two “sticks” or kingdoms will be 
joined together again. Ezekiel 37:19 is 
a prophecy of the unity of Israel in the 
last days. To the prophets and devout in 
Israel nothing seemed more tragic or op- 
posed to God’s purpose and plan than 
this division in Israel. However, it will 
be accomplished, they will be one people, 
one kingdom, again in the last days, 
united in love and service to God.

Using the Bible 
Psalm 19:7-11; Acts 8:26-35 
Memory Selection: 
Thy word have I laid up in my heart, 


That I might not sin against thee. 
—Psalm 119:11, A.S.V. 


It cannot be affirmed too frequently 
that we not only believe that the Bible 
contains the Word of God, but that it is 
the Word of the living God. To say that 
the Bible contains the Word of God is to 
suggest that there are parts which are 
not actually inspired. Moreover, to af- 
firm only that the Bible writers were in- 
spired may mean nothing more than the 
statement that certain authors who 
wrote the classics were inspired to write 
them. We believe that the Holy Ghost 
moved holy men of old to write as they 
did, and that what they wrote is actually 
the inspired and inerrant Word of God. 


l. Various Aspects of the Word of 
God (Ps. 19:7-9) 

In these verses, the Word of God is 
spoken of in six different ways—the law, 
the testimony, precepts, commandments, 
fear and ordinances. 

“Law” indicates a signpost, a direction 
indicator, and truly. the Word of God is 
all that. In the second place, it is a tes- 
timony. and the Word of God is similarly 
that; it is the testimony of Jehovah, it is 
the witness of God. Moreover, it can be 
spoken of as the precepts of the Lord. 
Here we have emphasis upon command- 
ments of holiness, purity, and rightness. 
Furthermore, the Word of God can be 
spoken of as a commandment, for it 
gives the record of the will of God for us. 
The fifth term is a figure of speech, the 
result being placed for the cause; that is 
to say, the Word of God causes us to 
fear the Lord, and that fear of Jehovah 
is clean. This is not a slavish fear, but 
a reverential trust in Him. The Word of 
God can be spoken of as His ordinances, 
that which He has ordained for us. 

In each of these instances, an adjec- 
tive is used to describe the Word of God: 
the law is perfect, the testimony is sure, 
the precepts are right, the commandment 
is pure, the fear is clean, the ordinances 
are true. Notice that the law restores 
the soul, the testimony makes wise the 
simple, the precepts rejoice the heart, the 
commandment enlightens the eyes, the 
fear—that is, the Word of God which 
brings this reverential trust in our heart 
—endures forever, the ordinances are 
righteous altogether. The first four of 
these items speak of what the Word of 
God actually does, the last two describe 
its eternity and its equity. 


Il. Various Stajdards and the Word 
of God (Ps. 19:10) 
Verse 10 mentions two standards by 
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which men measure things. First of all, 
the gold standard, a standard of value 
not only in the monetary realm, but al- 
most in every other realm. When the 
Word of God is compared to that stand- 
ard, the comparison really results in a 
contrast, because, as the psalmist says, 
more to be desired are they (that is to 
say, the law, the testimony, etc.) than 
much fine gold. Thus, the psalmist, by 
the Spirit of God, says to us that the 
Word of God is worth more than money. 
Money cannot buy the revelation of God. 
God has given this message concerning 
Himself and His own heart of love and 
His salvation out of pure grace. 

The second standard is that of sweet- 
ness. When we think of something by 
which to judge sweetness, we ordinarily 
think of honey. Not only is the Word of 
God sweeter than honey, but it is sweeter 
than the droppings of the honeycomb, 
the honey which comes from the comb 
without any pressure. As soon as pres- 
sure is used, there is danger of the wax 
coming along with the honey. The psalm- 
ist tells us, and what he says is absolutely 
true, that the Word of God is sweeter 
even than pure, unadulterated sweetness. 

No wonder the application is made in 
verse 11: since God’s servant is warned 
by the Word of God, certainly in keeping 
the Word of God there is great reward. 


III. The Word of God Leads to Christ 
(Acts 8:26-35) . 

In this very wonderful story, Philip the 
evangelist was used of God to speak to 
the Ethiopian eunuch. That this man 
was of some renown is evident (v. 27). 
Of course that fact in itself would mean 
absolutely nothing to God. The impor- 
tant fact is that this man was earnestly 
seeking the light of heaven. That he had 
gone to Jerusalem to worship (v. 27) in- 
dicates that he was a seeking soul. Evi- 
dently he was a proselyte. He knew of 
the Old Testament, he knew of Jehovah, 
and he lived up to the light he had. 

God never frowns upon anyone living 
up to the light he has. If that light is 
not enough to bring salvation, certainly 
God will give him more light. In this 
instance, he took Philip from a revival 
meeting in Samaria, which was greatly 
blessed of God, so that He could lead this 
one man to Himself. 

How wonderful was the preparation of 
this eunuch for salvation. He was read- 
ing nothing less than Isaiah 53. It was 
a simple matter for Philip to say that 
the one of whom this scripture spoke was 
none other than the Lord Jesus. So 
effectively did Philip present the gospel 
message that the response of the eunuch 
was instant. Believing in that Lord Jesus 
Christ, baptized in His name, the record 
says, “The eunuch . . . went on his way 
rejoicing” (v. 39). 

God uses His Word in the salvation of 
a soul (Jas. 1:18; I Pet. 1:23). Let us 


be sure always to give the Word ci God 
to every inquiring soul. 





October 22 
Growing Through Prayer 
Matthew 6:9-13; Luke 11:9-13; Philip- 
pians 1:3-11 
Memory Selection: I say unto you, Ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you.—Luke 11:9, A.S.V. 


One of the most wonderful privileges 
granted God’s children is access to His 
presence through prayer. Who can esti- 
mate the tremendous potentialities of an 
audience with the King of kings and the 
Lord of lords? 

With all the greatness of the privilege, 
the exercise of prayer is simplicity itself. 
In this dispensation of grace we can seek 
the face of God wherever we are and 
whatever our need is. So long as we are 
on praying ground, we can be assured of 
God’s hearing and answering us. 

Men whom God has greatly used have 
always been men of prayer. Invariably 
the secret to the success of any church 
or other enterprise for God is the foun- 
dation of prayer in which the face of 
God has been sought and His blessing 
has been obtained. Prayer is paramount 
until it is performed. 

God has ordained that many of His 
blessings—indeed His choicest blessings 
can be ours as His children only as we 
pray. Many of us have to acknowledge 
that we have not because we ask not. 





1. Instruction in Prayer (Matt. 6: 
9-13) 

This prayer, commonly called the 
Lord’s prayer, but which perhaps would 
be better known as the disciple’s prayer, 
is familiar to us all. We see in it the 
proper approach of prayer, in that God 
is addressed as “our Father.” It is al- 
most needless to point out that only 
those who are children of God by faith 
in Christ have any right to use this 
prayer. Such a relation as that of child 
to the Father is the result of belief in the 
Lord Jesus as one’s Saviour and Lord. 

This prayer includes worship, for there 
is the expression, “Hallowed be thy 
name” (v.9). There is also a concern for 
God’s glory and God’s will, for the prayer 
continues, “Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done, as in heaven, so on earth” 
(v. 10). Only as the child of God enters 
into the purposes of the Almighty and 
makes as part of his prayer the will and 
passion of God can he be said to truly 
pray. 

Having from the heart established con- 
nection with the Lord, not only as His 
children, but as at one in His purposes, 
we then pray for our own needs and ask 
for daily bread, for forgiveness, for de- 
liverance from the evil one. 


II. Importunity in Prayer (Luke 11: 
9-13) 

There is constant stress in the Word of 
God on the fact that there must be im- 
plicit faith in the Lord to guarantee an- 
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swer to prayer (Matt. 21:22; Heb. 11:6; 
Jas. 1:5,6). The passage selected for our 
lesson emphasizes this truth. Notice the 
three verbs used in verse 9. They in- 
crease in intensity: ask, seek, knock. We 
are not to be content merely with ask- 
ing; there is to be the seeking for the 
blessing of God; and that fervency which 
issues in seeking is to go further and 
involves knocking. 

Someone has illustrated the use of 
these three verbs by suggesting that a 
weary pilgrim came to the gate of Jeru- 
salem, the one gate that could be opened 
after dark, and asked to enter, but there 
was no response. The wayfarer sought 
diligently to find his entrance, and not 
having the gate opened to him, finally 
vehemently knocked on the door in order 
that it might be opened. 

Of course, it is not as though God were 
asleep or not concerned; but the fact is 
that He has asked us to prove our sin- 
cerity and fervency by our importunity. 

The parable with which this incident 
closes is of perpetual application. Cer- 
tainly, no father worthy of the name will 
give a stone when his son asks for bread, 
a serpent when he asks for fish, nor a 
scorpion when the son asks for an egg. 
The application is, that if we, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto our 
children, how much more will our heav- 
enly Father give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask Him. 

Matthew 7:11 makes even a larger ap- 
plication: “How much more shall your 
Father who is in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him?” Among these 
good things, of course, must be the full- 
ness of the Spirit of God. If we are will- 
ing for His fullness, and have surrendered 
to God, and by faith have sought the 
working of the Spirit, we certainly shall 
receive from our heavenly Father even 
more than we as earthly parents would 
give our children. 


III. Intercession in Prayer (Phil. 
3-11) 

Without trying to deal with this prayer 
in its entirety, we might point out the 
outline which can be followed in bringing 
to those whom we teach that which was 
in the mind and heart of the apostle. 
Actually, all the recorded prayers of the 
apostle (see Col. 1, Eph. 3, as well as 
Phil. 1) may be divided into three sec- 
tions: the request, the reason for the re- 
quest, and the results of the granting of 
the request. 

For instance, in the Philippian prayer, 
there is the request: “that your love may 
abound yet more and more in knowledge 
and all discernment” (v. 9). There is the 
reason for the request: “so that ye may 
approve the things that are excellent; 
that ye may be sincere and void of of- 
fense unto the day of Christ” (v. 10). 
Then there is the result of the answer to 
the prayer: that these Christians might 
be “filled with the fruits of righteousness, 
which are through Jesus Christ, unto the 
glory and praise of God” (vy. 11).

Growing Through Reading 
and Meditation 


Acts 17:10-12; Philippians 4:8,9; I Tim- 
othy 4:12-16; II Timothy 2:15; 4:13 
Memory Selection: Whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are honor- 
able, whatsoever things are just, whatso- 
ever things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there be any virtue, and if 
there be any praise, think on these things. 

—Philippians 4:8, A.S.V. 


The Christian life, which begins when 
we commit our souls to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, having received Him as our per- 
sonal Saviour and Lord, is continued by 
the use of the Word of God, prayer, and 
other means which God has ordained for 
our growth in grace. High in the list of 
means for our edification is the gather- 
ing of ourselves together to hear the 
Word of God. In addition, there is the 
opportunity for reading the Word our- 
selves, and for reading that which God 
has given to others. Every child of God 
ought to be very conscious of his stew- 
ardship toward the Lord in the matter 
of using his time in reading such mate- 
rials. Thank God for books which stimu- 
late us in the study of the Word of God 
and which bring God’s message to bear 
upon our lives. 


1. A Principle to Govern Our Think- 
ing (Phil. 4:8, 9) 

The scripture selected here is of par- 
ticular import since it provides us a 
principle on which we can act in connec- 
tion with all our reading. If our reading 
does not conform to these two verses, we 
may well look to the responsibility we 
have toward God in this matter. To fill 
our minds with trash and considerations 
which at best mean nothing more than 
concern in a passing fancy is to deprive 
ourselves of a God-appointed means for 
blessing. Listen to the adjectives that 
are used here: “true, honorable, just, 
pure, lovely, good report.” If we are fill- 
ing our minds with things which are 
diametrically opposed to such descriptive 
words, then we are plainly disobedient to 
the command of this scripture. 

God’s Word says, “Think on these 
things.” God does want us to think! 
He has made us with an intellect. Some 
of us perhaps have neglected the develop- 
ment of our minds. Others of us have 
turned in directions which are not pleas- 
ing to God. Both of these attitudes are 
wrong. May God help us really to think, 
and to direct the channel in which we 
think, so that we shall meet with His 
approbation. 

How wonderful that Paul by the Spirit 
of God could add, “The things which ye 
both learned and received and heard and 
saw in me, these things do: and the God 
of peace shall be with you” (v. 9). The 
apostle had been a good teacher; he had 
taught the Philippians that which was 
true and honorable and just and pure 
and lovely and of good report. They had 
been good hearers, for they had received 
the things that were true, honorable, 
just, pure, lovely and of good report. 
Then the apostle could add that they 


had also seen these things in him. All of 
us who are teachers should be more than 
instructors in theory; we should be liv- 
ing exhibitions and manifestations of 
the grace and power of God. 


II. A Pattern to Guide Our Thinking 
(I Tim. 2:15; I Tim. 4:12-16; Acts 
17:10-12; II Tim. 4:13) 

First of all, there is an exhortation to 
all of us (II Tim. 2:15). The Author- 
ized Version says we are to study. No 
child of God who remains in ignorance 
of the Word of God, when he has it in 
his hand, and has the Holy Spirit as his 
divine teacher and the anointing of the 
Lord, is obedient to the Lord if he will- 
fully neglects the Bible. 

Then comes a specific exhortation to 
ministers (I Tim. 4:12-16). Of all those 
who should be diligent in their study of 
the Word, there is no question that the 
minister should have special concern in 
this direction. Not without reason did 
Paul write to Timothy, his son in the 
faith—this son who was ministering in 
the church of God—that he should “give 
heed to reading, to exhortation, to teach- 
ing” (I Tim. 4:13). This word is further 
emphasized in verse 15: “Be diligent in 
these things; give thyself wholly to 
them.” 

The secret to a truly successful minis- 
try is to saturate oneself with the Word 
of God, so that as the minister gives 
forth the Word the people will know that 
he has the message from God, and their 
own hearts will be comforted, encouraged, 
convinced of need, and therefore blessed. 
So important is this instruction that 
God’s Word is, “Take heed to thyself, and 
to thy teaching. Continue in these 
things; for in doing this thou shalt save 
both thyself and them that hear thee” 
(v. 16). 

The example of the Bereans (Acts 
17:10-12) is well known to us all. Here 
were no lazy, careless, indolent, thought- 
less individuals. When the message came 
to them, they searched the Scriptures to 
see whether these things were so; and 
being convinced of the truth, they were 
firm in their belief. 

Last of all we have the example of 
Paul (II Tim. 4:13), who even though he 
was in prison would say to Timothy that 
he should bring the books and especially 
the parchments. Unquestionably the 
parchments were the copies of the Word 
of God. Here was a man who desired to 
take advantage of every opportunity to 
further his knowledge of the Lord. What 
an indictment of us, who with far more 
at our hands, and with perhaps easier 
surroundings, do not so give ourselves to 
the study of the Word of God. This les- 
son ought to challenge our hearts and 
encourage us to go ahead that we may 
be taught of God. 





November 5 
Overcoming Temptation 
Matthew 4:8-11; John 6:15; Romans 
13:12-14; I Corinthians 10:12, 13 
Memory Selection: Blessed is the man 
that endureth temptation; for when he 
hath been approved, he shall receive the 
crown of life, which the Lord promised 
to them that love him—James 1:12, 

AS.V. 
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The word “temptation” may have either 
one of two connotations. It may be used 
simply to speak of testing or trial, or it 
may be used in the sense of solicitation 
to evil. Both these ideas are brought to- 


gether in two verses in James 1. There] | 


we read, “Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God; for God 
cannot be tempted with evil, and he him- 
self tempteth no man; but each man is 
tempted, when he is drawn away by his 
own lust, and enticed.” 

That God tempts in the sense of test- 
ing or trying is apparent, for we have 
that very word used in Genesis 22:1 
(A.V.). There is a trial of our faith 
which even though it is proved by fire 
will redound to the praise and honor and 
glory of our Lord at His revelation (I Pet. 
1:7). On the other hand, God does not 
tempt any man with evil. Such a tempta- 
tion comes from our own hearts or is di- 
rected toward us by the devil and finds a 
response in us because of the wayward- 
ness and the sinfulness of our own hearts. 

The passages of Scripture selected for 
this lesson bring to our attention the 
fact that our Lord faced temptation, and 
that He is able to succor us in our temp- 
tation. It should be understood, of 
course, that when the tempter came to 
the Lord Jesus there was nothing in Him 
as there is in us; that is to say, a traitor 
within us who is willing to accede to 
what the tempter suggests. Of the Lord 
Jesus it must be said, “We have ...a 
high priest . . . that hath been in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet with- 
out sin” or sin apart (Heb. 4:15). He is 
“holy, guileless, undefiled, separated from 
sinners” (Heb. 7:26). However, Satan did 
appear to Him in order to test Him, and 
we have the result of that in the first 
passage in this lesson. 


I. Our Lord and Temptation (Matt. 
4:8-11; John 6:15) 

The particular temptation mentioned 
here is Satan’s offer to give Jesus Christ 
the kingdoms of the world and the glory 
of them if He would fall down and wor- 
ship him. While it is true that the 
whole world lieth in the evil one (cf. 
I John 5:19), there is some question as to 
whether Satan could give the Lord Jesus 
what he offered here, and even though 
he could, whether he would have gone 
through with the agreement. In any 
case, all that he had to offer would have 
been the world without God, a world of 
sin. 

Our Lord did not argue with him con- 
cerning his ability or willingness to do 
what he said, but rather laid hold of the 
condition which Satan had made. Christ 
bade Satan depart, and quoted the Word 
of God: “Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God, and him only shalt thou serve” 
(Matt. 4:10; Deut. 6:13). From our 
Lord’s answer to Satan in this tempta- 
tion, as well as His answer in the other 
two temptations recorded, He had re- 
course to the Word of God. That same 
Word of God is at our disposal. Evi- 
dently Satan cannot stand before the 
Word of God, and when it is used cor- 
rectly and in the Spirit, it will mean 
deliverance from the snares of the devil. 

The passage in John 6:15 falls into the 
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same category as Matthew 4, in that it 
had to do with an attempt to make the 
Lord Jesus King apart from the will of 
God. Christ will become King of all 
creation, but His taking the throne is not 
contingent on men’s forcing Him to do 
so. For men, who see Him perform a 
miracle and who have the benefit of such 
physical and material sustenance as He 
is able to give, to attempt to make Him 
King is not enough. The Lord Jesus 
Christ wants heart allegiance that is 
built upon a relationship to Him in which 
He is Saviour and Lord. Then in His 
own time and in His own way, He will 
assume the throne to reign, and it is not 
up to us to dictate any terms to Him. 

Just as the Lord Jesus had repelled 
the temptation of Satan with regard to 
sinful world dominion, so on this occa- 
sion in John 6, after He had fed the 
multitude, He simply withdrew and re- 
jected thereby the thought of at least 
some of the multitude. Later, you re- 
member, He stood before Pontius Pilate, 
the governor of Palestine, who asked Him, 
“Art thou the King of the Jews?” and 
our Lord replied, “Thou sayest” (Matt. 
27:11). Thus our Lord definitely indi- 
cated His claim to kingship. The Word 
of God presents the truth of His return, 
when He will come again to take His 
great power and reign. At that time, it 
is said of Him, “He hath on his garment 
and on his thigh a name written, KING 
OF KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS” 
(Rev. 19:16). 


II. Our Lord and Our Temptation 
(Rom. 13:12-14; I Cor. 10:12-13) 

The first of these two scriptures gives 
God’s provision for us in temptation. We 
are to “put on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and make no provision for the flesh” (v. 
14). The Lord Himself is God’s answer 
to the power of sin in the life of the be- 
liever. The child of God who is yielded 
to Christ, who trustingly walks with Him 
will know the life of Christ; for he who 
has been crucified with Christ will know 
the joy of having Christ live out His res- 
urrection life in him (Gal. 2:20). 

The second of the two scriptures gives 
His promise to help us. The central 
word, so it seems to us, is “God is faith- 
ful.” While we are not to be so sure of 
ourselves that we think that we are in- 
fallible; nevertheless, we can take cour- 
age from the fact that God is faithful, 
He will not allow temptation to come to 
us beyond that which we are able to 
endure; He will always make the way of 
escape. Actually, He is that way of es- 
cape; and to those who trust Him, He 
will grant His full and wonderful deliv- 
erance.

Enriching Our Christian 
Friendship 


Acts 11:11-18; Philippians 2:1-5 


Memory Selection: Not looking each of 
you to his own things, but each of you 
also to the things of others. Have this 
mind in you, which was also in Christ 
Jesus: who, existing in the form of God, 
counted not the being on an equality 
with God a thing to be grasped.—Philip- 
pians 2:4-6, A.S.V. 


So tar as fellowship is concerned, the 
greatest joy that the child of God can 
have, is fellowship with the living God. 
To think that you and I, who are not 
only mere creatures of the dust, but sin- 
ners by nature and deed, have the privi- 
lege of fellowship with God is truly as- 
tounding (I John 1:3). 

A second joy which is ours is that of 
communion with those of like precious 
faith. God has brought into His family 
people of every tribe and nation who 
trust in His Son as their Saviour. This 
lesson, then, is about one of the great 
and glorious privileges which God gives 
us as believers. 


I. “All One in Christ Jesus” (Acts 
11:11-18) 

The caption for this division is taken 
from Galatians 3:28, for the truth taught 
there is illustrated in the incident re- 
corded in Acts 11. In this chapter we 
have Peter’s report to the apostles and 
brethren concerning what had occurred 
in Acts 10 on his visit to Cornelius. 

Two verses stand out strongly in Pe- 
ter’s report. He asserts, “The Spirit bade 
me go with them, making no distinction” 
(v. 12). This observation undoubtedly 
was based first of all on the vision which 
God gave him, in which the Lord made 
clear that what He had cleansed Peter 
was not to speak of as common. The 
relevancy of the vision to the mission of 
the men who came to Peter in Joppa is 
quite evident, insomuch that Peter could 
definitely say the Spirit of God made the 
application and that he (Peter) under- 
stood that there was to be no distinction 
drawn, even though this mission had to 
do with a visit to a Gentile. 

The second scripture in this connec- 
tion is verse 17: “If then God gave unto 
them the like gift as he did also unto us, 
when we believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who was I, that I could withstand 
God?” The very fact that the Lord gave 
the Holy Spirit to the Gentiles when they 
believed on the Lord Jesus was full and 
sufficient answer to any question that 
could be raised as to the legitimacy of 
Peter’s action. It is not without signifi- 
cance, therefore, that we read in verse 18, 
“When they heard these things, they held 
their peace, and glorified God, saying, 
Then to the Gentiles also hath God 
granted repentance unto life.” 

It probably is difficult for us to under- 
stand the full import of what had hap- 
pened in the conversion of the household 
of Cornelius. Up to this time the fellow- 
ship had been definitely that of Chris- 
tians of Jewish background or at least 
proselytes to Judaism. On this occasion,

Cornelius and his family were of Gentile 
origin. A little later Peter had this to 
say: “Brethren, ye know that a good 
while ago God made choice among you. 
that by my mouth the Gentiles should 
hear the word of the gospel, and believe. 
And God, who knoweth the heart, bare 
them witness, giving them the Holy 
Spirit, even as he did unto us; and he 
made no distinction between us and them, 
cleansing their hearts” (Acts 15:7-9). 
Only the operation of God could have 
been sufficient to begin a fellowship in 
which believing Jews and believing Gen- 
tiles would become one. 

This fellowship of Christians, then, is 
not dependent on national origin, social 
distinctions, rites of religion; it is defi- 
nitely the result of the work of the Spirit 
of God when we are brought into the 
family of God. Thus, the children of 
God are exhorted to give “diligence to 
keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond 
of peace” (Eph. 4:3). Note carefully that 
this unity is not one that we make, but 
is one that is already made. Thank God 
for the fellowship of those who are truly 
born again. 


II. “Blessed Are the Meek” (Phil. 
2:1-5) 

You will recognize that the caption of 
this section is from the Beatitudes 
(Matt. 5:5). The application is appar- 
ent. The children of God are to be char- 
acterized by lowliness of mind, each 
counting the other better than himself 
(v. 3). In leading up to the giving of 
this truth, Paul speaks of the exhortation 
in Christ (that we love one another), 
the consolation of love, the fellowship of 
the Spirit, and the tender mercies and 
compassions. Because of these, we should 
be of one mind. The apostle indicates 
that not only would these Christians be 
fulfilling the will of God, but in so acting 
would make full his joy. It is so easy to 
do things because of faction, for the sake 
of pride, rather than in meekness and 
lowliness. All of us should have homeo- 
pathic doses of verses 3 and 4 very fre- 
quently. 

Then the apostle, led by the Spirit of 
God, and as though to bring to us the 
very highest example of what he is talk- 
ing about, says, “Have this mind in you 
which was also in Christ Jesus” (v. 5). 
If the Lord Jesus Christ was willing to 
leave the glory of heaven, to come into 
this world of sin and shame, and to go 
to the cross to become sin for those who 
hated Him, then certainly God is not 
asking us anything beyond what He has 
done—indeed, He is not asking us as 
much, when He tells us that we should 
esteem others better than ourselves. 

Here is a very practical truth that is 
the result of a true understanding and 
appropriation of the grace of God. How 
many church fights, bitter conflicts, per- 
sonal grudges would have been settled 
ere they began if we would keep in mind 
this tremendous exhortation and this 
very wonderful evidence that the God of 
grace has wrought in our hearts.

TWO HUNDRED LIVES 

A few years before the war, a humble 
villager in eastern Poland received a 
Bible from a colporteur who visited his 
small hamlet. He read it, was converted, 
and passed the book on to others. 
Through that one Bible two hundred 
more became believers. When the colpor- 
teur, Michael Billester, revisited the town 
in the summer of 1940, the group gath- 
ered to worship and listen to his preach- 
ing. Billester suggested that instead of 
giving the customary testimonies they 
all recite verses of Scripture. 

Thereupon a man arose and asked, 
“Perhaps we have misunderstood. Did you 
mean verses or chapters?” 

“Do you mean to say there are people 
here who can recite chapters of the 
Bible?” asked Mr. Billester in astonish- 
ment. 

That was precisely the case. Those vil- 
lagers had memorized, not only chapters, 
but whole books of the Bible. Thirteen 
knew Matthew and Luke and half of 
Genesis. One had committed all the 
Psalms to memory. Together, the two 
hundred knew virtually the entire Bible. 
Passed around from family to family 
and brought to the gathering on Sun- 
days, the old Book had become so worn 
with use that its pages were hardly 
legible.

Like a flash, 
near the close of our time together, it 
came to me that another Christian busi- 
nessman from another state was in the 
city. He too was a bank president. He 
too had known the sorrow of having a 
sick wife who had gone to be with the 
Lord. But this Christian friend had God, 
salvation real and personal, and was 
wonderfully sustained throughout his 
loneliness. 

Would Mr. M—— see my friend at two 
o’clock that afternoon? He would, so 
again normal business appointments were 
laid aside; a divine appointment took 
precedence. Three of us met in M——’s 
hotel room. I soon retired, but my friend 
remained for more than two hours of 
man-to-man witnessing of a most potent 
variety. It was providential, wonderful. 
Later both of us followed up, and we 
are still working and praying. 

God’s appointments dovetail, work 
together. Keeping them is effective, big 
business, His business. God wants you 
to join in. Will you do it?

The Religious Revolt Against Reason, 
by L. Harold DeWolf. 


In this first published volume by Dr. De- 
Wolf, professor of Systematic Theology in 
Boston University, we have a masterly 
coming to grips with neo-orthodoxy, which 
is undoubtedly the most influential school 
of thought in contemporary theology. Few 
theological trends, past or present, consti- 
tute such a thorny problem in analysis. 
Intelligent appraisals of it are few and far 
between. Sifting the chaff from the wheat 
is a baffling procedure. 

Our author first traces the rise of neo- 
erthodoxy from its fountain head in the 
writings of Kierkegaard to its present day 
currents in Barth and Brunner in Europe, 
and Niebuhr in America. Then he presents 
the case against reason, as argued by the 
Barthians and their affiliates, with an ex- 
haustive fairness all too seldom found in 
controversial literature. In chapter three 
he outlines convincingly reason’s defense 
of its place in religion. Chapter four sets 
forth the weighty objections to irrational- 
ism, and considerations that must be borne 
in mind by all who would preserve the faith 
in its purity and integrity. The conclud- 
ing chapter on Reason and Faith is one of 
the best discussions of that subject which 
the present reviewer has happened to come 
across.

that is, that the body of the mother of 
Jesus was taken up to heaven after her 
death and there reunited with her soul. 
This is the church’s most recent pro- 
nouncement elevating Mary. The last 
such dogma was proclaimed in the middle 
of the nineteenth century and stated 
that Mary was born without original sin. 
Protestant spokesmen have been quick 
to point out that the new teaching is 
wholly without scriptural foundation. 
The new version of the Psalms is part 
of a translation of the Old Testament 
from the original Hebrew into modern 
speech. Whereas the Twenty-third Psalm 
in the Catholic Douay version reads: 
“The Lord ruleth me: and I shall want 
nothing. 
He hath set me in a place of pasture,” 
the new version of the same psalm is: 
“The Lord is my shepherd: I shall not 
want. 
In verdant pastures he gives me repose; 
Besides restful waters he leads me: 
He refreshes my soul...” 


World News in Brief 


In Canada 15 Baptist evangelists have 
been arrested in less than a month for 
holding street meetings in a northwestern 
Quebec mining district. Eight of the 
evangelists, fined forty dollars or less, 
chose to serve two months in jail rather 
than pay the fine. The region is pre- 
dominantly Roman Catholic.

WOMAN’S UNION MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
New York 3, N.Y. 
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(in connection with the abdication of 
King Leopold) reflects the unrest of all 
Europe, Dr. Robert Cook, president of 
Youth for Christ International, told 500 
delegates at the organization’s World 
Congress on Evangelism in Brussels. The 
turmoil seen in Belgium accentuates the 
conviction that the deadline for preach- 
ing the gospel in Europe may be very 
close at hand, he added. 

FRANCE—The French Protestant 
Church is rallying its youth to fight the 
atheistic teachings of existentialism. 
Leaders have recently passed a resolution 
asking Protestant youth groups to 
multiply camps, Bible classes, and other 
gatherings for young people. 

Existentialism, a philosophy urging 
people to live for the moment, bids fol- 
lowers to “be themselves, not conforming 
to conventional behavior.” Jean-Paul 
Sartre is leader of the movement in 
France. 

There are only a million Protestants in 
France in a population of 42 million reo- 
ple. With the exception of small Jewish 
and Mohammedan elements, the rest are 
nominal Catholics. The Roman Church 
says Only 10 million Frenchmen are 
practicing Catholics. 

EAST GERMANY—Opposition to reli- 
gion in East Germany causes pastors and 
people to be more interested in the 
church, reports John A. Scherzer, Euro- 
pean secretary of the National Lutheran 
Council. He says a recent trip to Europe 
revealed that only about one per cent of 
pastors in the East Zone have turned to 
Soviet political ideology. 

HUNGARY—tThe recent denunciation 
of three Catholic bishops by Szabad Nep, 
organ of the Communist Hungarian 
Workers’ party, is interpreted that 
church-state negotiations have probably 
broken down. The three bishops were 
denounced as saboteurs of efforts to reach 
a church-state agreement, apparently as 
part of the Communist effort to form a 
schismatic pro-Communist organization. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA—Instruction in 
both Catholic and Protestant theological 
schools has been taken over by Czecho- 
slovakia’s Communist-dominated govern- 
ment, according to the official government 
Gazette. Brethren, Evangelical, Baptist, 
and Roman Catholic theological schools 
have been abolished and replaced by 
state-controlled institutes. 

Meanwhile, first steps toward formation 
of a schismatic Catholic Church have 
been taken in Czechoslovakia, Roman 
Catholic sources believe after studying 
regulations for training and ordaining 
priests at two of the new schools. 

ROME—Thirteen thousand priests and 
members of religious orders have been 
killed or imprisoned by the Soviet Union 
and other Communist states, a eee 
radio said recently. 

RUSSIA—A so-called “peace wiicalats to 
Christians throughout the world has re- 
cently been issued by leaders of the 
Russian Orthodox Church. Word of the 
appeal is reported by Tass, Soviet News 
Agency. 

ISRAEL—Archaeologists have un- 
eurthed what they believe is the site of 
Kirjath-jearim, a city frequently men- 
tioned in the Old Testament and the 
resting place of the Ark of the Covenant

The action was taken on the last 
day of the committee’s annual meeting 
in Tutzing, Germany. 

q@ Vacation Bible school children in 
New York have presented the city with 
assorted tulip bulbs, gift from Sunday 
school children in the Netherlands. The 
bulbs were sent in appreciation of 8,000 
Gospels of John in Dutch sent last year 
by the New York children. 

q@ An increase of 119 million dollars 
spent for tobacco and a decrease of 220 
million dollars spent for alcoholic bever- 
ages have been reported by the U. S. 
Department of Commerce for 1949 as 
compared to the previous year. 

q@ Hanover, Germany, has been chosen 
by the executive committee of the 
Lutheran World Federation as the site 
for the 1952 Lutheran World Assembly. 
It is the first international Christian 
body to announce a meeting in Germany 
since the close of World War II. 

q@ Concerned because a Kansas City 
Baptist hospital requested federal aid for 
its building program, the Missouri Bap- 
tist Genergl Association recommends that 
the hospital withdraw the _ request. 
Acceptance of such funds contradicts the 
principle of separation of church and 
state, the association says. 

q Alcoholism is costing American in- 
dustry a billion dollars annually, accord- 
ing to information given out at the first 
international convention of Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 
president of the Catholic Total Absti- 
nence Union of America assert that there 
are 40 million drinkers over sixteen years 
of age in the United States, three million 
of whom are alcoholics.

POLIO STRIKES MISSIONARY 


A former Institute student (August 
43), and missionary in Arabia, Mrs. Jack 
Maxson has been stricken with polio. 
Confined to an iron lung, she has been 
near death several times since the first 
attack June 18. Mr. Maxson is also a 
former Institute student. 

The sure hand of God and the work of 
specialists and nurses in a clinic in Aden, 
Arabia, are credited by her family with 
saving her life. Institute students and 
other friends have been in special prayer 
for her recovery. 

Her mother-in-law, Mrs. E. E. Maxson, 
says plans are underway to fly her back 
to this country for physical therapy 


treatments as soon as she is able. 

The Maxsons have been in Arabia since 
January. They had planned to stay there 
about a year, learning the language he- 
fore going into Africa as missionarie; 
for the Sudan Interior Mission. 

Ten days after she was stricken with 
polio, doctors told Jack Maxson that his 
wife could not live through the night. 
She was paralyzed from the waist down 
and having convulsions. The missionary 
wrote his parents that he sat at the side 
of her iron lung all that night, praying 
and reading his Bible. 

“I believe the Lord and Satan had a 
terrible battle over her life that night and 
the Lord, of course, won out,” he wrote. 

One day the pump on the iron lung 
broke. An oxygen tent was rushed to her 
bedside while helpers went for another 
iron lung. But through mistake hydro- 
gen was piped into the tent instead of 
oxygen. Realizing that something was 
wrong, however, Mrs. Maxson signaled 
the attendants, who quickly made a re- 
placement. 

Soon after the second iron lung was 
brought in and she was placed in it, a 
storm cut off the electric power, but the 
lung’s mechanism was operated by hand 
until service could be restored. 

During her student days at the Insti- 
tute, Mrs. Maxson, then Margaret Cross- 
man, was a member of the girls’ trumpet 
trio which often played over WMBI.

After more than twenty-two years of 
faithful service, sending out some 70,000 
hours of gospel broadcasting, the origina! 
transmitter of WMBI has been replaced 
with more efficient equipment. A new 
RCA 5,000-watt AM transmitter began 
performance tests by authority from the 
Federal Communications Commission 
August 1, according to A. P. Frye, direc- 
tor of the Radio Technical Department 
of the Institute. 

While its range is the same, the new 
transmitter has improved tonal quality 
and increased efficiency. Where the old 
transmitter required 32,000 watts per 
hour, the new one requires only 19,000, 
with a saving of about two dollars a day 
on electricity. A complete set of power 
supply tubes will cost only one-fifteenth 
as much, and the new transmitter will 
operate at 75 per cent efficiency instead 
of 30 per cent.

1. Use tracts carefully. 

For the purposes of evangelism, a good 
tract should have at least four charac- 
teristics. 

First, it should most clearly state a 
case. It should justify its presence in 
the reader’s hand. It should be a tract 
with a purpose; it should come as a her- 
ald of mercy from God to man. 

Second, it should be modest in spirit. 
Many tracts suffer from want of courtesy. 
Many are patronizing and arrogant. 
Quite a number of otherwise excellent 
tracts are ineffective because the writer 
has talked down to his reader. 

Third, it should be readable in style, 
written in the language of the present 
day. Theological terms and all pious 
affectation should be avoided. 

Fourth, it should be urgent in appeal. 
It should demand an answer. Conversion 
ought to follow the reading of the mes- 
sage. 

2. Use tracts effectively. 

Excellent advice in this matter comes 
from George Mueller, a most active tract 
user, who urges: “In every tract or copy

of the Holy Scriptures which we give, 
first, we should as much as possible ask 
God’s blessing. Second, we should ex- 
pect God’s blessing upon our labors and 
confidently expect it. Third, we should 
labor on in this service, prayerfully and 
believingly labor on, even though for a 
long time we should see little or no fruit. 
Yea, we should labor on as if everything 
depended on our labors, while in reality 
we ought not to put the least confidence 
in our exertions, but alone in God’s abil- 
ity and willingness to bless by His Holy 
Spirit our efforts for the sake of the Lord 
Jesus.” 

3. Use tracts intelligently. 

When you give the milkman, baker or 
errand boy an occasional tract or, for that 
matter, your employer or fellow employee, 
you cannot well be irritable or lose your 
temper with them, or be slack in your 
work afterward. Your act has put you 
on a pedestal in their eyes. Beware lest 
they discover that the image has feet of 
clay. 

When you set out for a walk, or go to 
town with a few tracts in your pocket, 
you may reflect thus: 

“I have in my possession an explana- 
tion in simple language of the greatest 
and most wonderful truth on earth that, 
read and believed, can revolutionize the 
lives of men and women, yes, and chil- 
dren, and turn a licentious, drunken sin- 
ner into a saint of God. Their eternal 
destiny may be in my hands at this mo- 
ment. 

“Lord, help me to walk softly and hum- 
bly and prayerfully before Thee, so that 
I may know to whom to offer these tracts; 
and carefully, so that my subsequent be- 
havior may not stumble, but rather help, 
those who receive them. I shall be a 
marked man henceforth; may I be char- 
acterized by the meekness and gentleness 
of Christ, seeking in the light of eternity 
and the judgment seat of Christ to pass 
on quickly the message of life.” 

As you distribute your tracts, never 
hesitate to add a word of personal testi- 
mony. Concerning this the believer will 
do well to follow the advice of Charles H. 
Spurgeon, who pleaded: 

“A tract is a useful thing, but a living 
word is better. Your eye and face and 
voice will all help. Do not be so cow- 
ardly as to give a piece of paper only, 
where your own speech would be so much 
better. I charge you, attend to this, for 
Jesus’ sake.” 

Tract distributors who go out after the 
lost to present Christ sincerely and intel- 
ligently will always find a congregation 
on the streets and lanes of the city. And 
among them are souls in whom the Spirit 
is working conviction of sin and creating 
a sense of need—seeking souls like Lydia 
in Philippi (Acts 16:14) and Dionysius of 
Athens (Acts 17:34)—who are well worth 
the labor expended to reach them and to 
win them to Christ. 

There is a good deal of such work be- 
ing done today which receives no men- 
tion in “reports” and gets little recogni- 
tion in “official” circles, but the Lord 
notes it, and we shall hear His full esti- 
mate of it in a day yet to come. Let us 
labor for His “Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.”

lessly onward. But this river of infinite 
love is bounded on either side by the 
sheer cliffs of His holiness towering per- 
pendicularly to a height of thousands of 
feet. In the path of the river of God’s love 
is the precipice of man’s sin. God’s love, 
being infinite, cannot cease flowing; but 
neither can it flow over or around the 
towering ramparts of His holiness by 
which it is hemmed in. What, then, can 
be the outcome but the river of divine 
love plunging over the sin of man in a 
Niagara of redemptive love poured out 
on the cross of Calvary and made avail- 
able for all who will repent and believe? 

But let us never forget the awful price 
which Jesus Christ paid when He bore 
our sins, and as our Substitute suffered 
the wrath of God. While Jesus hung upon 
the cross, the Father saw the innocent 
Saviour through the sinner in order that 
for all time to come He might be able 
to view the penitent sinner through the 
Saviour. 

In the third place, man’s faith is the 
means of justification (Rom. 3:22, 26). 
“Even the righteousness of God which 
is by faith of (in) Jesus Christ unto 
all and upon (into) all them that be- 
lieve.” While salvation is unto all, it 
comes into only those who accept Jesus 
Christ by faith. It is like a power sta- 
tion which is unto, or for the benefit of, 
the whole community, but which supplies 
electricity only to those dwellings that 
are connected to the electric system. 

It will be noted that it is not faith in 
general, but faith in the person and work 
of Jesus Christ that is the means of 
salvation. This point of view is far from 
being popular and is commonly stigma- 
tized as bigotry and narrow-minded dog- 
matism. We are told that man’s sal- 
vation lies in putting confidence in his 
own beliefs, be they what they may. A 
man need only have faith in his faith. 

Nonsense! As well bid one have faith 
in his own digestive system and forget 
old-fashioned notions that there is differ- 
ence between food and poison. The diff- 
erence between faith in Christ and faith 
in his self-conceived beliefs is the dif- 
ference between life and death. 

Christ must be made the object, not the 
pattern of faith. if one is to find salva- 
tion in Him. Men are saved by surrender 
to Jesus as Saviour, not by emulation of 
Jesus as Example. Admiration of an 
ocean liner is a poor substitute for em- 
barking on the ship if one wants to 
cross the Atlantic. 

Justification will bear fruit in holy liv- 
ing. While not saved by good works, we 
are saved for good works (Eph. 2:10). We 
do not become righteous to be declared 
righteous, true; but we are declared 
righteous to become righteous. We are 
justified through the work of the Saviour 
for us, that we may be sanctified by the 
work of the Spirit in us. 

Our souls are justified before God by 
our faith; our faith is justified before 
men by our lives. Our walk should com- 
mend to the unsaved the faith by which 
alone they can be justified.

office. After seeing the Scandinavian re- 
cruits in action he had changed his plea. 
This time he said: “If you send any 
more volunteers, let them be just like the 
others. They have what it takes to make 
good missionaries.” 

Effective as these pioneer missionaries 
were, with their deep zeal and earnest 
consecration, the mission began to find, 
however, that better training resulted in 
better work. The spiritual emphasis was 
maintained, but longer periods of prepa- 
ration were expected of the later candi- 
dates. 

Before long it became evident to Fran- 
son that he would need the help of a 
body of men of like vision to advise and 
care for the administrative work of the 
mission. At first he chose only a com- 
mittee, but this was later formed into a 
board of directors and was incorporated. 
Associated with him in that first organi- 
zation were August Pohl, Swedish Free 
Mission Friend leader; C. T. Dyrness, of 
the Norwegian-Danish Free Church; and 
Fridolf Risberg, theology professor. The 
mission was called The Scandinavian 
Alliance Mission, a name which it bore 
until 1949. Just last year it was officially 
changed to The Evangelical Alliance 
Mission. The initials of the new name, 
TEAM, suggest the mission motto, 
“Workers together with Him ... unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 

Toward the close of 1891, as more and 
more young people enlisted for service, 
the new mission sent fifteen volunteers to 
open work in Japan. The following year 
twelve went to India and eight to South 
Africa. Franson, with an ever-expanding 
vision, sent the first worker to Mongolia 
in 1895. In 1906 Venezuela was opened 
up by John Christiansen and T. J. Bach, 
the latter now widely known as general 
director emeritus of the mission. Later, 
workers entered Colombia and _ the 
Netherlands West Indies. Portugal was 
added to the mission’s fields in 1942, 
Pakistan in 1946, the Tibetan frontier 
in 1947, and Indonesia in 1949. 

True to the vision of Franson, the work 
of the mission has always been aggres- 
sively pioneer in character and evangel- 
istic in emphasis. Yet it has not been of 
the “sow and run” variety. Leaders have 
always aimed to establish a truly na- 
tional church, and in so doing they have 
recognized the need for some institu- 
tional work, especially printing and ele- 
mentary and Bible training schools. 





TEAM personnel in foreign countries has 
engaged in language work, direct evangel- 
ism, teaching, medical work, and what- 
ever else promised to be an effective 
medium to accomplish their first purpose, 
the evangelization of the unreached. 


The mission has’ grown steadily 
through the years, but even mission offi- 
cials marvel at how the Lord has pushed 
the work forward in the past ten years. 
In the past five years TEAM has doubled 
its number of active missionaries, and it 
now has 175 candidates waiting to go. 
Last year seventy-six new workers were 
placed. Since World War II, the emphasis 
has been on the Orient, Japan alone 
receiving sixty new missionaries since 
1947. The 400 active missionaries repre- 
sent probably four times that many na- 
tional workers, hundreds of native con- 
gregations, and tens of thousands of 
Christians. 

Yet in support of all this work the 
mission operates entirely on the faith 
principle, acting only as the distributor 
of the funds of the contributing groups 
and maintaining no reserves. Local 
churches and individuals, both independ- 
ent and from many denominations in the 
United States and Canada and several 
Scandinavian countries, support the work. 
Candidates come chiefly from the United 
States and Canada. 


Today the scholastic standard is higher 
than in the early days, and almost all 
the candidates are graduates of Bible 
institutes, Christian colleges or univer- 
sities. They leave for the field, too, with 
more than a Bible, a toothbrush and a 
blanket. Yet the primary emphasis is 
still on spiritual qualifications, and in 
essence the volunteers are still being 
asked the same questions: “Are you 
saved?” “Have you won a soul to Christ?” 
“Are you willing to suffer for Christ?” 
And judging from the results they are still 
answering, “Yes!” 

The trend is revival—thousands coming 
to Christ in Japan, mass evangelism 
never known before in Latin America, 
crowds inquiring about salvation in India, 
a real movement of the Spirit in Portugal. 
When the Lord returns, the One for 
whom Franson looked so anxiously, then 
every Christian will realize that the little 
Scandinavian did not waste his life when 
he dedicated it to win a hundred recruits 
for the foreign field, sixty years ago. We 
may not have long to wait.
